WW Hat good could be doxe in that Conncil,where woices 


Bere taken by number not by weight ? Ifargument, 

if reaſon, mieht have prevailed, if we had had 
ſeme, and thoſe not many, to take part with ws, thoughwe ſhould 
have been but a few, yet had we overthrown the great forces of 
our Adverſaries : But when all ſtood upon number, wherein we 
were much inſerior, we.could not get the better, the Pope was 
able to ſet an hundred of his againſt every one of ours : and if 
an hundred were not ſufficient, he could upon a ſudden have 
created a thouſand to ſuccour them that were ready to faint and 
periſh. Therefore we might ſce every day hungry and necay 
Biſhops, and thoſe for the moſt part beardleſs yonkers, aud 
waftfully riotows, come #n flocks to Trent, hircd to give their 
voices according to the Popes humonr : nnlearned indeed, and 


fooliſh,

poliſh, but of good ufe to him for their audaciouſneſs and ine 
ar hen theſe ray were jozned to is old 
fatterers, then Iniquity got the upper hand and triumphed : 
neither could any thing be decreed but according to their 
liking, who thought it the higheſt point of Religion to defend 
the power and riot of the Pope. There was in the Council a 
crave and learned man, who could not endure this indignity; 
but the Council by terror threatning and baiting him, as one 
that was no good Cathelick, drew him to yield to that which 
he did no way like of. In a word, things are brought to that 
paſs by their diſhoneſty who came thither prepared and made 
for the nonce, that it ſeemed to be a Council not of Biſl-ops but 
of Puppies, not of Men but of Images, who (as it is reported 
of Dxdalus ſtatues) were moved not by their own, but by other - 
Mens nerves and muſcles. Thoſe hireling Biſhops moſt of 
them were like Country Bag-pipes, which muſt have breath 
blown into them before they can ſound. The Holy Ghoſt had 
nothing to dowith that Conventicle, all things were argued by 
human "policy, which was wholly employed in maintaining the 
immoderate, and indeed moſt ſhameleſs Lordſhip and Domi- 
nations of the Popes. From thence were Anſwers looked aud 
—_—_— 45 it were from the Oracles of Delphos or Dodo- 
na: From thence the Holy Ghoſt, who ( as they brag) is Pre-- 
ſtudent of their Council, was fent {ut up in the Carriers budgets 
and packs, who ( « thing worthy to be langht at ) when the- 
waters were up (as it falls out many times) was fain to ſtay till 
they were down again before he could repair to their Council. 

By this it.came to paſs that the Spirit was not carried upon: 
the waters, as in Geneſis, but along beſide the waters. O 
monſtrous and incredible madneſs !. nothing that the Biſhops. 
4 it were the body of the Church reſolved of, could be. of any 
force unleſs. it came firſt from the Pope. as the head of the- 

ody.

Of the Church of Romes Abuſe of that great Ordinance of 
Prayer. 


Herein doth the Church of Rome differ from the Reformed 0j18. 
Church in that great Duty of Prayer ? 


The Reformed Church placeth the virtue of Prayer in Anfwv. 


Faith, grounded upon the Promile of God, 

But the Romiſh Church confines the virtue of Prayer to ſeveral 
repetitions of the ſame words by count, and in a'Language the People 
underſtand not, And that it one Pater Nofter, or Ave Maria be ne- 
glcacd once, and the preſcribed number be not fully completed, then 
21l the Merit of that Prayer is loſt 3 which is as ſcandalouſfly oppoſite, 
as if it were done in a mecr deſpite againſt the expreſs order of the 
great Apofile S. Paul, in his Epiſtle to the Corinthians eſpecially, 
from the 13. to the 17. verſe. 

Whereas their own Aquinas and Lyra both confeſs, that the com- 
mon Service of the Church in the Primitive times, was in the com- 
mon

mon Language, and the Chriſtians of Dalmatia, Habaſſis, Armenis, 
Muſcovia, Ruſſia, and the Reformed parts of Chriſtendome have the 
Service of God in their vulgar Tongue : beſides Papiſts inthe Lords 
Prayer do omit the Doxology. : 


CHAP. II. 
Of their Abuſe of the Creed and of the Ten Commandments. 


4 T H mot the Church of Rome the Creed ? 

| But their Popes have befides at Trent, coyned a great number 
of new Articles of Faith.The Author of the Preface to Biſhop Fewel's 
Works, and Doctor Sharp's Looking-Glaſs for the Pope, page 27 1. 1e- 
duces them to twelve ; and Publiſhed by Pizs Brartus, with (iraight 
charge to be received of all men upon peril of Salvation. 

Nor doth the Pope only dare to'make and impoſe new Articlesof 
Faith upon the People, but alſo to detraRt from, and alter the very 
Ten Commandments of the Lord J : xovans witneſs their 
IIS ſo often publiſhed by the Church of Kome, which 1s as 

ollows, 


IT. Tamthe Lord thy God : thou ſhalt bave no other gods but me.. 
IT. Thou ſhalt not take the Name of God in vain« 
II. Remember to ſandtifie the Sabbath day. 
IV. Honour thy Fatber and Mather. 
V. Thou ſhalt not kill. 
VI. Thou ſhalt not commit adultery, 
VII. Thou ſhalt not fteal. 
VIII. Thox ſhalt not bear falſe witneſs. 
IX. Thou ſhalt not defire thy neighboury wife. 
X. Thon ſhalt not defire thy neighbours goods. 


Whercin the ſecond Commandment is not only left out ( as it 
35-uſually in their Plalm-Books and Catechiſms ) becauſe it perfectly 
condemns their Idolatry : and that the People ſhould not look on 
that as a Commandment which they faw fo notoriouſly broken 
throughout their whole Church, a great Trade being driven by the 
breach of it 3 but they divide aMo the Tenth Commandment into 
two, whereas the Holy Ghoſt toreſceing the abominations of Antt- 
chriſt in che laſt days, was plealcd by way of apgicipation to 4.

CHAP, III. 
Of Popiſh Abuſe of the Holy Scriptures. 


0 TH us the Romiſh Church allow the reading the Scriptures ? 

Whercloever the Pope rules abſolutcly,he torbids the People 
toread the Holy Scriptures : which is an expre(s and dire& oppo- 
fition to our Lord JeESus CHRIST, who faith to all indiffer- 
cntly, Search the Scriptures, for in them you think to have Eternal Life: 
and they are they which teſtify of me. And to his Holy Apoliles, who 
addrels their Epiltles not only to Biſhops, but alſo to all thoſe that 
call upon the Name of the Lord Jt s us, and not only to men, but 
allo to women, young folks and children, adjuring them by the 
Lord, that they be read to all the holy brethren 3 whence we argue 
thus, All who forbid Chriſtian People to read the Holy Scripture, do 


directly and formally oppoſe] esus CyrisrT, and his Holy 


Apoſtilgs 3 but the Pope and his Creatures forbid Chriſtians to read 
the Holy Scriptures ; therefore they directly and formally oppole 
Jesus CaurisrT andhis Apoliles, 

Tet doth ot the Church of Rome own the Holy Scriptures to be the 
Word of God ? 

Nevertheleſs ſhe hath falſified and corrupted it in many places, 
for inſtance, Heb. r1. 21. it is ſaid, tbat Jacob worſhipped leaning 
upos the top of his ftaff.. But the Romiſh Bible ſaith, that Jacob wor- 
ſhi»ped the top of hs ftaff : thercby to confirm their Adoration of Crea- 
tures: which is the ſame abuſe which is found in Pſalm 132. where 
David (aith, worſhip at bu footftool The Romiſh, Bible ſaith, worſhip his 
footftool, JESUS CuRis T when he gave the Cup ſaid, This Cup 
is the new Teſtament of my Blood, which is ſhed for you : but the Romiſh 
Bible reads it, which ſhall be ſhed for you, 1:1t it might be perceived 
that Jesus CHRIs T ſpeaks of the cffufion of his Sacramental 
Biood : for he did not then really ſhed his Blood, when he began to 
ſacd in his Paſſion, In Gen. 3. 15. God faith, That the ſeed of the

woman (which is JESus CHRIST) ſpall bruiſe the Serpents bead, 
* The Romiſh Tranſlation (ſaith, che woman ſhall bruiſe the Serpents 
head : attributing that tothe Virgia Mary, which belongs to Cyrisrt, 

To citabliſh the uncertainty of Salvation, the vulgar Tranſlation 
reads, that things are reſerved in uncertainty fer the futdre. But the 
Hebrew Text is this, #o man knows either love or hatred by all thatis 
bifore them. 

To eſtabliſh mans merit, the Romiſp Bible corrupts the 13. verſe 
of Heb. 16. and to the ſame purpoſe they have curtail'd the 6. verſe 
of Rom. 11, leaving out two, links for theſe words of the Apollle ( if 
it be of works then it 14 no more of grace, otherwiſe work #4 no more work ) 
are razed out and omittcd in their vulgar Trarflation. A great col- 
Icion might be made of many other paſſages, and of Remes enormi- 

ties in. her like praCtices. 


CHAaAP.1ILV. 


Of Popiſh Abuſes of Antiquity and Primacy, and that Rome 
never was inany reſpect a Mother Church to Britain : but 
much junior to it. 


Objelt, $- not the Church of Rome the Mother, and bath the Primacy of all 
Chriſtzan Churches ? 
Anſw. No, For the Preaching of Cyr1srT was to begin at Feruſa- 


lem, in the Prophetic of Efay 2.2. Mic. 4+ 2. and in the completion 
in Luke 24+ 47. Nor was it Rome but Antioch in which the Diſciples 
were hrit callcd Chriſtians, As 11: 26. fo there was a Church at 
Antioch betore there was one at Rome. And it is expreſly affirmed 
Gildas, by a learned Author much reverenced by the Romaniſts, that Chriſti- 
anity was 1n Britaiu in the later time of Tiberius Ceſar, and.it's known 
S. Peter remained in Jary ſome time after his death. And Sabellicus 
ſaith that Britain was the firſt of the Provinces which did publickly 
profeſsthe Faith of Cyuri1sr, which is atteltcd by Tertulian, adv. 
Fud. 27. Theodoret de Cur. Grec. aff. Ser. 9. An4 agrced on. all 
hands, that there was a True and Pertc& Church of Cur 15sT in 
England near five hundred ycars before they had any communication 
with the Biſhop of Rome : fo that Rome was lo far from being the 
Mother Church, that ſhe could be no more at beſt ( when (he was 
Chriſtian

* Chriftian indeed ) but a Siſter Church only, and not the eldeſt 
Silter ncither, 

But Feruſalem was indced by an Antient Council called the Mo- 
ther of all Churches. And as for Rome, A neas Silvics ( afterwards 
Pope) confcſſeth that there was little reſpect paid wo Rome betore the 
Nicene Council, 

And as for Primacy, Peter, Fames, and Fobn, though preferred by 
CuR1srT ( faith Exſebius ) before the relt, yet challenged not to 
themiclves the glory of Primacy, but choſe Fames the Jutt, Biſhop 
of the Apoliles: and it any were greateſt it was S. Fames, who was 
Preſident in that fiſt Council at Feruſalem, and did determin thc 
queſtion there, though S. Peter were preſent yea Clemens Biſhop of 
Rome (tiles this very S. Famer, B:(hop oft- Biſhops, Governing the 
holy Church of the Hebrews at Feruſalem : and allo of all the Churches 
which were every where founded by the Providence of God. 

And we hind that Paul was equal at leaſt to Petcr, when he with- 
ſtood him to the tace, and publickly rcbuked him for his difſimulation, 
Gal. 2. 11, 12, 13, 14. Nay Peter as well as Fames and Fobn, per- 
cciving the Grace that was given to Paxl, gave to Pal and Barnabas 
the right hand of fellowſhip, Gal. 2. 9. and good reaſon, for Peter 
was but one of the many Apoliles of the Ferws, whereas Paul was the 
great Apoſtle of the Gentiles, to whom the Fews were but asa River 
to the Ocean, + Bclides by the Canons of the two tilt. general Coun» 
cils, Nice and Conſtantinople, every Patriarch and Biſhop is appointed 
to be chief in his proper Dioceſs3 and a ftrict Injunction is laid on 
all \none excepted ) that they preſume not ta meddle in any Dioce(s 
but their own. And at length the Primacies of Order were granted 
to Conſtantinople and Kome, not tor their being Sees of ſuch and ſuch 
an Apoſtle, but for their being the Seats of the two great Empires.

CHAP. V. 
Of the Popes Abuſes of Supremacy, as to Churches or Conxcils. 


| $ not the Pope Supream Head of all Churches and Councils ? + - 
. Astothat, the ficfi general Council at Nice \ in its fixcth Canon ) 
decreed concerning the three Patriarchs Juriſdictions, that the antient

cultom ſhould be citabliſhed, that Egypt, Libya and Pentapolis, ſhould - 


bc ſubjcQ to the Biſhop of Alexandria: And as to Rome, this Canon

was expounded in Ruffinus's days, i. e. That Rome ſhould have the , 
Government of the Suburbicarian Churches, viz. three Iſlands, 
Sicily, Sardinia, Corſica, and part of Italy trom the Eaſt to the border 
of Tuſcany weſtward,and this was all the antient extent of the Romay 
Biſhops juriſdi&ton : the reſt of Traly being under the Metropolis 
of Milaiz. And likewiſe (0 it was at Antioch, and in ether Provinces 
the priviledges ſhould be preſerved to their Churches, Can. 6. Con- 
cil. Nicen. juxt. Dion. exig+ Now the antient culiom and priviledge 
of this Church of Britajy then, was to gevern it felt withour ſubje. 
Qion to any forcin Patriarch. : 

And accordingly the Prittiſh Biſhops retained their old rites dif- 
ferent from Rome, and kept their old priviledges, being conſecrated 
by the Archbiſhop of S. Davids, and he by his own Suffr-gans, 
making no protcflion of ſubjeion to any other, faith thar Hiſtorian 
Gyrald, Camb. Hiſt. lib. 2. caps. I» which-continued till King Flenry 
the firſt. And Heyry the ſecond ſmartly asked the Biſhop of Chicheſter 
how he durſt argue for the Popes whoſe Authority was gotten by 
men, againſt his Royal Power derived from God ? And Baronius 
ſaith that Conſtantine the Great did retain the Title of Pontifex Maxi- 
mus, Without any blot to his Chriſtianity : And that the high«{i Ap. 
peals in all Controverſies Ecclcfiaftical, even in matters of Faith 
were made to him for determining them, though he uſcd the Afi. 
fiarice and Counſ<l of his Biſhops : and it iseyident, that he and his 
Succeſſors (as Cuſanus confeſſeth) did call and preſide in all general 
Councils, and ratified their Decrees which were no Laws, till they 
were ſtamped with the Imperial Authority. Yca the Imperial Code 
ſufficiently witneſſeth that the Emperors made Laws concerning Re- 
ligion. The whole third Book of Juſtinians Baſilicks, being riothing 
elſe, but Imperial Conſtitutions de Epiſcopis, Clericis & $Sacris , they 
alſo erected Patriarchats, and gave them Supream Ecclctiaftical Ju» 
riſdition over ſuch Provinces as they plealcd, and all Ecclclizſtical 
Afﬀairs depended on the Emperors,faith Socrates : fo that Pope Ana- 
ftatius calls the Emperor Azaſtatius the Vicar of God, by divine com- 
mand preſiding over the Earth, The Weſtern Emperors of the 
French-Line were alſo ſtyled the Rulers of the true Religion, as Charles 
the Great and Lodovicys are by two (everal Councils which they called.

That the Church of Britain was here planted many hundred 
gears before Auguſtine came from Rome to England, 


BD D not Auguſtine @ Monk ſent from Rome about the year 600. 0bjeft. 


convert the Engliſho the Chriſtian Faith ? 


1- The Church of Britain was planted by the immediate follow» 4n/w- 


ers of our Saviour, either Apoſtles or Apoltolical men ſhortly after 
his K: (urreQtion, which it had not from Rome nor by its means, but 
without it all together 5 and for a good ſpace of time betore Rome 
had any Chair to boaſt of, 

2, Auguſtines arrival here was a manifcſt intruſion upon anothers 
Provirce, without invitation or conſcnt of the Chriftians there of 
the place, to invade, ſubjugate and deſtroy the Brirtiſp Church, by the 
help of Pagan Enemies then making War upon them, whereby he 
and all his party ſtood depoſed and degraded of their Orders, and of 
Chriſtian Communion, by the concurrent Suffrages and Canons of 
all the general Councils of the whole Catholick Church, that went 
before him. 

3- The Controverfic between the Church of Britain and Rome 
in thoſe early times, was much the ſame that 15 now maintained a- 
gainſt it, by the Proteſtant Church of England at this day, both Rfiill 
apreeing in their manner and temper of proceeding now as then, and 
then as it is now 3 on the one fide great E:carning, Truth and Piety, 
and on Romes fide, great Ignorance, Arrogance, with Lying Wonders 
and Maſlacres, 

4+ The Goſpel was Providentially planted among the Engliſh or 
Saxons by Britiſh Miniſtry, and not by Romifh, ( as that worthy 
Mr, Fones hath learnedly made at large appear ) inſomuch as Pope 
Elewtherixs called King Lucixs by the Title of Vicar of CR 1 s T;and 
the Biſhops of Rome long after ( whilſt any way good ) did the ſame. 
And the Saxox Kings preſided in all their National-Councils, and 
made Laws for Religion by the advice of their own Biſhops, by their 
own Authority z and erected new Sces'for Biſhops, and changed 
them asthey ſaw fit: and inveſted the Biſhops by delivering the Ring 
and Paſtoral Staff, 

And} 
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And the ſame power was exerciſed by King IVilliam the Conque- 
ror, for all things both divine and human in his dominions. And 
accordingly the Kings and Parliaments of this Nation made Laws in 
reference to Religion as they ſaw expedient, and enated many Laws 
in a direct oppotition to the ſpiritual, as well as temporal power of 
the Popes, as you will hind Stat. 25. Edw. 3. de proviſo. Stat. Hen. 4. 
cap. 13. and many others: by which Laws long ſince enaRted, it is 
declared Treaſon to receive or harbour any Emiſlarics from Rome 
againſi the Kings Proclamation. . 

And all theſe not without great reaſon, for the Church of Rome by 
its bewitching (iratagems, did invade and giſturb both Engliſh and 
Brittiſh Churches, and diſorder their coplecration by raviſhing their 
Sees, (and indeed) the Romiſh Church unchurched it {clf thereby. 

Beſides did not Thomas / ecket and his FaCtion rebel againſt the 
Crown, in ſeeking to brivg the Engliſh under the Pope ? And had 
our Ancetiors been then of the now Popilh opinion, in that great 
Article of their Faith, (as to the Popes Supremacy) they would not 
have made ſuch ſtout oppoſition againſt it ; it being apparent, that 
the Body of the Nation then looked on it asa meer Uſurpation, for 
in the famous Statute of Clarendon they condemn it, Decrecing a- 
mongſ other things, That all the Clergy ſhould Bona Fide ſwear to 
the King, and none ſhould appeal but unto the Archbiſhop, or from 
him finally to the King, &c. Matthew Paris, Anno 1164. And to 
hinder the Popes medling here, the Kings of England often prohibi- 
red the Popes Agents or Emiſſaries from entrirg into this Land ; even 
Queen Mary her {«lf exerciſed this power : yea it was adjudged in 
Parliament alſo, 25. Edw. 3. to be Treaſon to bring in the Popes 
Bulls here. . 

And if you be well verſed in Hiſtory, and Statutes of your own 
Countrey, as b:comes Engliſh men, you muſi needs know, that what 
Intereſt (oever the Popes at avy time got here, was mecerly by catch- 
ing at Advantages by the neccſſities of fome of our Kings, and the dir 
viltions of the Pe ople, of which they and their Agitators were ſtill the 
grand Inſtigators. 

Upon all which conſiderations, the Judges have declared, that the 
Act of Parliament for the Kings Supremacy over the Church ic his 
Kingdoms, was not a new, but a Declaration of the'old Law z Cokes 
5. rep* Cawdries Caſe, fol. 8. And Anno 26. Hen. $. what the Popes 
' had by fraud introduced, extorted, and wretchedly abuſed, was by 
' the Royal Power, with advice and conſent of the Lords and Cora» 
mons, legally rcjcGed, 

And 
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And Stepben Gardiner Biſhop of Wincheſter, though a Papiſt, yet 
in his Oration de zer2 Obedientia,ſhewed that the King was by right, 
and by Gods Law the Supream Head of the Chureh ot Exglaxd, &c. 

So that it inevitably follows, no Exgliſp or Britiſh Chriltian Sub- 
jc& (of what per{waſion focver )can with any Conſcience,or thank- 
tulacſs to God, renounce his Mother Chriſtian Church of £ritain to 
own a foreign, later, and belides Apoſtate Church of Rome : or de- 
{ert his Colours from under Curisr, to liſt and throw himſelf 
into the ſlavery of that Popiſh Anticlyriſt, to a& againlt his own 
Church ard Countrey, without being apparently convict before God 
the World and his Conſcience, of being a Renegads to his Church, 
and falſe unnatural to his Country, and { as our wiſe Laws upon 
good grounds declare and define ) a perfidious Traytur againſt his 
Soveraign. 

Moreover if we look back to the Emperors, Pope Leo the fourth 
profeſſed to Lotharixs the then Emperor (concerning his Imperial 
Precept) viz- we through the aſſiſtance ot Cy r1s mT promiſe as 
much as in us lies, to keep and obſerve the (ame for ever. 

And Pope Gregory called the Emperor Mauritius his Lord, and 
himſelf his Servant, declaring that he was ſubje& to the Emperors 
Commands, and accordingly had done his duty in publiſhing a Law, 
which the Empcror ordered him to promulge, &c. And (o ſhould 
the Popes now return to be Chaplains and Servants to their proper 
Maſter the Emperor, as their Predeceſſors were whilſt truly Chrilti- 
anz and the Cardinals to be preaching Pariſh Prieſts of Rome, as 
originally they were.

CHAP. VII. 
Of the Popes Abuſe of the Teſtimony of the Fathers. 


ATH not the Church of Rome the Teſtimony of the Fathers on by gy;.v

The Popiſh artifices for ſuppreſſing old Records by forging new, 4fw, 


or corrupting the autient copies of the Fathers is apparent. I ſhall 
at preſent only inſtance a few, S. Cypriau altered in many places 3 
and whereas he faith, the Church is tounded ſuper Petram. Pamelias 
changeth it into ſwper Petrum, upon Peter inſtead of upon a Rock 3 


and Eudovicus Vives a Romaniſt afſures us, that there were ten or

But alafs, this wickedneſs which all men accompt 1s the ſame viL 
{any with ſuborning falſe witneſſes, ſtopping the mouths of true, and 
counterf.iting hands and ſeals, is owned by the preſent Romiſh 
Church 3; and Sixtz; Senerfis doth highly extol Pope Pins Duintus, 
for his moſt Holy Decrce, to burn all Books which he accounted He. 
retical to purge all Catholick Authors, eſpecially the writings of 
LI the Fathers,

| Sec) (hall £cll you, ( viz. ) we lirike out ( ſay they } many Errors, in 
other of th: Anticnts we extenuate, and excuſe them, or by faining 
a commentitious gloſs, either deny, or tix a commodious ſenſe to 
their words. 

Thus they ſerved S. Ambroſe his Works, cancelling and altering 
whole pages together, contrary to all the old Manuſcripts, as ap- 
pearcd by the Original papers (which Savarins the Stationer ſhewed 
to Francis Funiws, according to which ) the Inquiſitors had ordered 
him to Print that Edition, Lxugd. Anno 1559. Omitting innumer- 
able inſtances of like unjuſt dealings, I (hall only add that memorable 
account which Boxhorxius, one of their Divinity Profeſſors at Lovain 
gives of himſclt 3 that he having been employed by the Inquifitors 
to firike out at leaſt fix hundred places of the Antients, that ſeemed 
to make againſt the Roman Dofrines, was (o troubled in mind upon 
it, that it was an occaſion of his turning Proteſtant : and made him 
reſolve to quit that Religion which could not defend it ſelf without 
ſuch manifeſt Impoſtures. 

And Clemens the Eighth, puts the Bible it ſelf into his Index of 

. prohibited Books, and all Editions but their own, condemned and 
burned by the Roman Church. Which abominable forging, evidcntly 
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ſhews that the Pope and his Conclave find, that both Scripture, and 

' all antient Records make againſi their Innovations, and would dil- 

| | cover their lmpoſture if they were ſuffered to {peak out, however the 

| matter of fa is (o evident, that the Index expurgatorius, the Book 
| which dircs4theſe falfifications, is nuw come mto Progeftant hands, n 
to the Eternal infamy of the Roman Church. U

$ not the Chnrch of Rome the Univerſal Church ? 

Romaniſts have no peculiar right to this Title, for though they 
are made to believe as if thcre were no other Churches but ſuch as 
worſhip their Pope 5 yet Mr. Berewood computes, they are not above 
a fourth part to thoſe who believe in CHRIST. For the Greek 
Church exceeds any other : and the Proteſtants in number and cir- 
cuit of Teritory, are near cqual to the Papal part, thele are two 
fourth parts, and the Oriental Chriſtians, who regard not the Pope, 
and thoſe under Preſter Fob, or the Abyſſine Chrittians, are another 
fourth part of Chriitians. : 

Can any man think then the Romany Church to-be univerſal, or the 
Catholick Church in this ſenſe, if they rightly conſider, that the 
Pope is not owned by the generality of Chrittians in Eugland, Scot- 
land, Ireland, nor in the Plantations thereunto belonging, nor by 
thoſe of Denmark, Sweden, Tranſilvania, Walachia, Mldavia, nor 
by the large Church of Ruſſia, nor by the populous States and Pro- 
vinces of the Dutch, nor by tncir Plantations abroad : nor by thrce 
parts of four of upper Germany, nor by two parts of three of the 
Switzers, nor by thoſe of Gexeva and Piedmont, nor by very many in 
France, Hungary, Poland, &c. nor by all the oppreſſed Souls, that 
groan under the Popes Tyranny, 

How many millions are there in the Eaſtern World, who own 
not the Pope, the Chriſtians of the Greek Church, properly fo called 
under the three Patriarchs of Conſtantinople, Alexandria, and Antioch : 
thoſe of Armenia, ( who are profeſſed Enemics of Rome, and yearly

The Abyſize Chriſtians in Africa,. all theſe are not the Romay 
Church : belide cven in the Weltern Circuit, have not Princes and 
Councils often condemned Popes? what a (cnſeleſ(s pride is it then 
of Rome, tocall her (clf Catholick or Univerſal, (he being at beſt when 
ſhe was Chiittian indeed, but a limb of it, and now the impurelt of 
all. Bcfides, as to the: pretended Univerſality of this Roman, that is 
to ſay of a particular Church, it began with Foniface the third, whoſe 
vile complyance with Phocas, that Heretick, Traytor, and Murtherer 
of their Maticy ar! Emperor, was both the bribe and price, that 
bought that Title, and not out of reſpeR to the Pope, but in diſplea- 
ſure of Cyriacus of Conftantizeple, who from Fobn his predeceflor, 
had firſt uſurped that Title of Univerſal Biſhop : So that Gregory the 
Great of Rome, writing, to Mawritizs the Emperor touching the name 
of Univerlal, which the ſaid Biſhop of Conſtantinople had taken to 
himſelf, calls it a wicked. prophane, and blaſphemous Title, a Tile 
importing that the times of Antichritt were at hand, htle thinking 
Pope Boniface atter his deceaſe, would preſently uſurp the ſame: 
and prove the Pope to be Antichriſt by the confeſſion of a Pope. And 
have not the Succcſſors of that Traiterous, Heretical,Bloudy Boniface, 
exactly followcd his ſteps to this preſent age ? 
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CHAP, IX. 
That Rome 3s no true Church of Chriſt, 


HAT Church which overthrows and denies the only rule of 

Faith, is no true Church of Chriſt : but the Church of Rome 

overthrows and denies the only Rule of Faith, Ergo, The Church of 
Rome isno true Church of Cyunisr.: 

For the propoſition : the only Rule of Faith is the Scripture or 
written Word of God, Fohn 5-39. 2 Tim. 3. 16. Eſay 8. 20. Now 
to overthrow this Rule, 1s to overthrow the toundation of the Church 
of God, which is built upon the foundation of the Apcofiles and 
Prophets, that is, upon the Scriptures of the New and Old Tecſta- 
ment, 

For thc aſſumption, that the Church of Rome hath overthrown 
this xale,it 1s cvident ; for firſt ſhe hath in the Council of Treat __ 
another 
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another Rule of her own, to wit, Traditions and Human Inventions, 
which are contrary to the Scriptures, as Curaisr faith, Matth. 
15- 16. For Gods Ark ard Dagon cannot ſtand together, Secondly 
they overthrow the Scriptures the only Rule of Faith, while they 
ſubjc& the Authority and Senſe of it wholly to the Church of Rome 
or the Pope, ſo that Gods Word is not received of the Church of 
Rome, as it isthe Word of God, but as the Word of men; contrary 
to the Apoltle, 1 Theſſ. 2-13. Mr. Fboker ſaith plainly, that in the 
point of Juſtification ( which is the fundamental DoGtrine of Salva« 
tion) the Church cf Kome overthrows the foundation, and cxtin- 
guiſheth che force of the Blood of JeSus CaunRisT: fothatic 
isno true Church. And Dr. Whitaker handling this Queſtion faith, 
the Church of Rome 15 not only not Catholick, to wit Univerſal, but 
that it is not a true particular Church ot Cyr1isT. And Mr. Per- 
kins upon the ſame Queſtion ſaith thus, as for the Aſſcmblies of Pa- 
pilis if thereby we underſtand companies of men holding the Pope 
for ter liead, and bclicving the Conncil of Trent they are callcd 
Churches, but indeed they are no true or ſound members of the Ca- 
tholick Church ; for both in the Do@rine and the Worſhip of God, 
they raze the very foundation of Religion, as in the point of Juſtiti- 
cation, &c. And King. Fames calls the Church of Rome Babylon. 
Petey Martyr calls it the Kingdom of Antichriſt, DoScor J/illet in 
his Synopſis, plainly ſhcws the Church of Rometo be no true Church, 
where in the name of all Proteliants he faith, we deny utterly that 
they are a true viſible Church of Cyr1s T, but an Antichriſtian 
Church, and an Afſcmbly ot Hereticks, and Enemies to the Goſpel of 
Jz sus CuRrisTt. Doctor Carleton alſo, the late Reverend 
Biſhop of Chicheſter, in his learned Book de Eccleſia, plainly proveth, 
and concludeth that the Church of Rene hath no Communion with 
the Catholick Church of CyuRIsT. 
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CHAP. X. 


Rome hath no lawful Ordination, nor a lawful Miniſtry. 


OME hathnolawful Ordination 3 Firſt, in regard of the cfh-+ 
cient cauſe, either remote as the Pope as Head, whence al! 
their Miniſterial Power is derived, or immediate as the Ordainer, on- 
whole intention their ( gratia gratis data ) dep-ndeth ; ſo that here 
C 3 13 
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isanullity in the very foundation of the Ordination of the Papa] 
Miniliry 3 it is derived from the Pope as head of the Clergy and 
Church, a Title meerly Antichriftian and ufurped, and fo their 
Miniliry is Antichriſtian, And it the Pope being Antichriſt, and an 
Uſurpcr, and Conſccrating Biſhops by vertuc of his Papal Supremacy 
and CHR1s T's ſole Vicar, and Peter's Succeſſor, cannot conyey 
any power of Order upon his Biſhops and Clergy : What lawfull 
Miniltry can be expected in that Synagogue ? So that a learned Fa. 
ther pronounced of them : Negoſnb toto Papatu unum eſſe verum Epiſ- 
copam. And it thcy have not vie true, or truly a Biſhop, what ſhall 
we lay of their Prictts, Neither have they any Minitterial Grace, be. 
cauſe it depends upon thegr Ordainers intention, and not upon 
CH R1s T's Ordinance, Grace and Promiſe. Secondly they fail in 
the formal and tinal cauſe of Ordination, tor they have added a new 
form, which overthrows the old, and which impoſeth a new end ; 
making the whole Effence and Uſe of their Miniſtry to confift in 
Prickthood, in the facriticing of an Idol, and turning the office of a 
Miniſter into an Idol-facrificing Pricſt, 

Here Note, That as our Protcttant Miniſters have a Charge, and 
Calling, the Inſtitution whercot is found in Holy Scripturcs : for 
the Word of God ſpeaks of Paſtors, Doors and Minilters, which 
is as clear as the day. 

So the calling of the Pricſts of Rome falls neceſſarily to the ground, 
and is of no uſe : for in the Ordination of their Pricſts they are not 
charged to Preach the Goſpel, but they are exprelsly cſtabliſhed to 
be Sacriticers of the Body of Jesus Caurisr, which is an 
imaginary Charge, never eſtabliſhed by Jesus Curisr, nor 
practiſed by his Apoſtles 3 and whercot there is not any one word in 
all the New Teſtament : So that, that learned Dr. Previat terms 
that Roman Prietthood, as far as it attempts to really offering, and 
{acrificing the Son of God, a moi fearful Sacriledge. And Calvin 
writing to the King of Poland, ſays of the Romiſh Clergy, Totum $.+ 
cerdotium Papifticam, $:c. The whole Popiſh Priclthood, is not only 
an impious protanation of the true Minittry, but an execrable con- 
tumely againſt CHRIsT: fo as whoſoever is a Popiſh Prieſt, (un- 
till he caft away that Title ) he cannot beCnn1s T's Servant. 

I ſhall conclude with this Argument taken trom the definition of 
true ordination, True Ordination is a Sacred Inſtitution of Curtsr, 
whereby the perſon ordained, is invelted with a power to preach the 
Word ot God, and to adminitter the Holy Sacraments according to 
CHYR15T's Ordinance, 

But 
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But the Ordination uſed in the Church of Rowe, is not according, 
toCuRis T's Inftitution, to wit, whereby te perſon ordained is 
- inveſted with a power to preachthe Word of God. and toadminiſter 
the Holy Sacraments according toCu x 1 5s T's Ordinance : there- 
fore in the Church of Rome there is no true Ordination, therefore no 
true Miniſtry, therefore no true Church,

CHAP, XI, 
That Papiſts are the greateſt Sefariſts in the World, 


Pp Apiſts are the moſt notorious Scaries in the World, becauſethey 
© are molt guilty of dividing themſclves from all the reſt, by their 
\nnovating new DoCtrines, and impoſtng new Articlcs of Faith, and 
making dividing Engins and other impolitions, which are the cauſcs 
of the diviſions 3 and then condemning the Churches of Canis rt 
for not yielding to their uſurpations : beſide they of Rome by their 
Excommunications, and barbarous murthers and hoftilities, proper- 
ly firlt departed from us, ſeparating from the Primitive Church of 
CHR1sS T,and we then made a ſeceſſion, that we might not be par» 
taker of their Schiſms and Hereſies : belide the Proteſtant Church did 
not introduce any one new, nor rejeed any one old Dodcrine z but 
the reception of the old Doctrine, and the rejcRion of the new, 1s 
that which madethe reformation. 


CHAP, XII, 
Of the Antiquity of the Proteſtant Religion. . 


PUT Papiſts wil ask, Where was your Religion before Luther ? 
To which we Anſwer, where their Religion never was, nor 
willbe found, and that is ir: the Holy Scriptures, which was long 
before Luther, or the Pope cirher. 

Bur we Proteſtants demand of them, Where was their Religion in 
the Apoliles times, and ſeveral hundred years after CHR 1s T : Nay 
we demand of them where was their Religion before their Council 
of Trent, and let them Anſwer if they can? 


Beſides - 
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- Befides, let them examine their own Rayeriws, that cruel Inquiſi. 
tor of the Protcltantaol Piedmont, above four hundred years ago, 
who then gives this accompt of them : that of all Sets ( as he terms 
them ) they are of the longclt ſtznding, for ſome ſay they have con- 
tinued ever lince Pope Silvi/ter, others ſay from the time of the Apo. 
files, that there is no Land in which they arc not, and that whereas all 
other Seas by the horridnels of their Bl:ſphemies againſt God, ſtrike 
horror into thoſe that hear them, theſc lead a righteous life, and be- 
lieve all things well of God, only thcy Blaſpheme the Church of 


Rome. 


And other antient Records evidence, that thoſe Chriſtians of Pied- 
mont were there placed by N-ro, and have ever fince continued in 
thoſe parts of 7taly,and have (till maintained the ſame their Chriſtian 
true Religion ( which Rome {o many centuries of years ſince hath de- 
bauched )to the very face of that Romiſh Antichrilt : ſo that Antiquity 
(one great pretence of the new Romiſh Religion) is there' without any 
need of forcin inſtance) confuted at home 3 which hath been the caule 
of ſo many Maſſacres ( by the Popes inſtigation ) on the perſons of 
theſe Chriſtians from time to*time, ſo unhumanly perpetrated. And 
their Dorine is ours in the main points, as appears by their con» 
feſſions 3 ſo that by their Adverſaries own acknowledgment (many 
hundred years ſince) they were of very great Antiquity. 

And Sigonixs finds them in Millan, Anxo 1056. and might have 
found them in Ferzſalem in the Apoliles times by the name of Chri- 
ſtians. 

And indeed, the Religion the Proteſtant Church profcſſes was per- 
fe& and complete many hundred years before the DoErine and the 
Worſhip of the Church of Rome (as now it 15) were in bing. 
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CHAP. XIII, 
Of the Popes breach of every Commandment of the Lord God, 


HE Rule of Human Life cawnot be taken from ſo certain a 

=. Standard, as the Ten Commandments 3 and the expoſitions 

of theſe given in Scripture, chiefly our Saviour's Sermon on the 

Mount. Now let Malice it (elf appear to declare, wherein our Pro» 

teſtant Church ſtrikes at any of theſe, or teaches men to diſobey cven 
the leaſi of them ! This is the moſt important piece of Religion. 
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And it is certain the deſign of revealed Religion, was to give 
men clearer notions ot theſe moral perteQions, to preſs them by 
{ixonger Arguments, and encourage our endeavours by ſuitable re- 
wards and puniſhments, ſo that if any Religion contradi& theſe mo- 
rals, we are (ure it is falſe, for the revclation of Gods will, muli be 
deligned to make us better than we would othcrwiſe be, following 
barely the light of nature, and not worſe. 

It then the Proteſtant Church teacheth men to obcy all and every 
the Commandments of God : and the Church of Rome overthrows 
morality, and contradicts all or any of the ſaid ttn Commandments, 
we then may be ſure which is of God, and which is not ; and how 
far this is done, be pleaſed to judge by theſe particulars, 

God laith, and Proteſtant Miniſters teach, Thow ſhalt have no other 
Gods but me. Exod. 20. And that God alone is to be worſhipped. 

But Popery is an Enemy to God, by its ſetting up Idols: To 
CuRI1ST by its new found Mediators: To the Holy Ghoft by 
putting a Pope in his place. 

And as to this Sentence, that God Alone is to be worſhipped : the 
Popiſh DoGtors have blotted it out of the Indices of Athanaſius, and 
$ Auguſtine's Works, and may not any ſober man ſuſpe4 the Romiſ 
Church, that deceives them in the firſt principle of Religion ? but it 
will remain in S, Matth. 4. 10, to reprove thele Impoſtures for 
ever. | 

God faith, and Protcſtant Miniſters teach, Thow ſhalt not make to thy 
ſelf any ;graven Images nor the likeneſs of any thing in Heaven above, or 
in the Earth beneath, &c. Thou ſhalt not bow down to them, nor worſhip 
them, &c. 

But Papiſts make graven Images, and reſemblances of things in 
Heaven, and bow down to then and worſhip them : beſides they 
make Images of God himſelf (who is a God inviſible Jand repreſent 
him both in carved work and painting, which are uſed-in their 
Churches, and are received almoſt every where, as Bellarmin him- 
(It confeſſeth in lib. 2. of Images, cap. S. 

And is not this contrary to-this Law of God, which himſelt ut- 
tered with his own mouth, and wrote with his own finger: and is 
it not contrary to what God expreſly forbids in Dent. 4. and-1ſa+ 40» 
yet this they do notwithſtanding the penalty that is added co ſuch ; 
#iz. Confounded be all they that worſhip carved Images, Pſal. 97+ 7+ 

God faith, and Proteſtant Miniſters teach, Thow ſhalt not take the 
Name of the Lord thy God in vain 
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But Papiſts teach the Pope can diſpenſe with Oaths and Vows, 
and may give 2 man leave to toiſwear himſelf and not to make good 
what he hath:;promiſcd to God : among innumerable cyidences, I 
(hall or1ly inſtance this, did not the Pope ablolve Philzp the Sccond of 
Spain, from the ſolemn Oath whereby hc was bound to maintain 
the Priviledges of the Netherlands, which hath been the cauſe of the 
laughter of many hundred thouſand men in thoſe parts ? 

God ſaith, and Protettant Minitters teach, Remember that thou keep 
holy the Sabbath day. But the Papilts allow Markcts, Fairs and In. 
tcrludes, belides their vaſt multiplication of holy days, made of ne- 
ceflity the obſervation of the Lords day flacken. 

Again God faith, and Protcſtant Miniſters teach, Six days ſhalt 
thou labour, &c, But Popiſh Pricſts forbid the People to work lix 
days of the weck on pain of a mortal fin: and thus they maniieſily 
{ct themiclves above God. | 

God faith, and Protcſiant Miniſters teach, Honour thy Father and 
thy Mother, &c. 

But Popiſh Prieſts maintain the diſobedience of Children to their 
Parents, Authorized by their Church, when a Child enters into a 
Monaſtery or Nunnery, againſt his or her Fathers conſent, 

God faith, and Proteſtant Miniſters teach, Thou ſhalt dono murther, 

But Popiſh Prieſts teach it's lawful to murther Kings, and thoſe 
that oppoſe or deny this their DoGtrine they condemn as Hereticks, 

God ſaith, and Protcſtants teach, T how ſhalt net commit adultery. 

But the Pope allows Stews and Baudy- Houſes, and yearly receives 
a vaſt Revenue for the ſame, even out oft Rome it ſelf, 

God ſaith, and Proteſtant Miniſters teach, Thow ſhalt not ſteal. 

But the Pope ſets ſome Princes to invade others Rights and Inhe- 
ritances : which isboth their Do@rine and PraQtice, and fo for ma- 
ny Ages have, and do ſet on publick Robbery, againſt the Eighth 
Commandment. | 

God ſaith, and Proteſtant Miniſters teach, 7howu ſhalt not bear falſe 
witneſs againſt thy Neighbour. 

But the Pope Excommunicates his own Papifts for witnefling the 
truth tor their Proteſtant Neighbours, witnels in Piedmont, &c. 

God faith, and Proteliant Minifters teach, The ſhalt not covet thy 
Neigbboxrs Houſe, thou ſhalt not covet thy Neiyhbours Wife, nor bis 
Servant, &c, | 

But the Pope wretchedly covets not only our own, our Wives and 
Servants Lives, Eſtates, Liberties, &c. But Satan-like. alſo uſcth all 
Stratagems to enſnare our Souls into the ſame perdition with 
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himſelf. Now as you may here ſce Romes grand Impiety, ſo it's 2ppa-» 
rent the Proteſtants are late, as to the moſt important piece of Reli- 
gion ; and Papilts to add to all their other guilt, perſwade the peo- 
þlc, that aſimple attrition with the uſe of their Sacraments,(without 
any real converſion of the Soul, or cliange of Life ) is ſufficient to 
Salvation. 

But we know whoever goes to beat down the ſenſe of fin, by the 
offer of pardon on any other terms but the ſincere change of a mans 
life, deſtroys morality which is the Image of God in man, and that 
this is a moral matter and unchangeable. 

Beſides all theſe, the Popiſh Prictts taking money'for penance and 
abſolution upon it for notorious fins is fo known an infamy, that 
we have ery Book in our hands ( copied out of the Original in 
the Apoſtolick Chamber ) fetting down the Rates and Sums to be 
paid for Abſolution, from the moſt horrid wickednefles. And Note, 
offences done againſt the Pope are always fold higher than fins a- 
gainft God.

CHAP. XIIL 


Of the difference between Proteſtant Miniſters and Popiſh 
Prieſts, as to the Rule of Faith and Manners. | 


Roteſtant Miniſters give the Holy Scriptures to be the Rule of 
P Faith and manners unto all; they give addreſſes which may be 
followed, and exhort men to ſtudy, and ſirive to infiru them in 
the Holy Scriptures, and conceal nothing from them, 

But Popiſh Prieſts forbid the People the uſe of the Holy Scriptures, 
becauſe it alienates mens hearts from their way 3 they give them Ser- 
vice inan unknown Tongue,amuling them with Images,and exteri- 
or Ornaments, and forbid thoſe Conſciences they take upon them to 
Govern,to let any but themſelves and their Confederates, know what 
Devotion they impoſe upon them: to all Books but theirs they make 
them blind,and deaf to all Diſcourſes but their own. And as learned 
Dr. S$all faith, they will not permit them to know morethan their 
Beads and ſome (mall Prayer-Book, with the Letanics of the Con- 
ception, or S. Foſeph's Santa Tereſay &e, and a Liſt of very great 
Indulgences for ſmall Deyotions, 
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Beſides Proteſtant Miniſters deſire to have their DoQtrine tryed 
by Friend and Foe, in the ſight of the World, and will be judged 
by the Word of God. 

But Popiſh Prictts will be Judges of the Word of God, which ar. 
gues their guilt, tor when they are acculed of Herefies and Blaſphe. 
mics, they will be themſelves Judge of the Q1eltion, and conſe. 
quently will be both Judge and Party. 


CHAP. XIV. 
That Popiſh Baptiſm, Maſs, and their Sacraments are Null, 


A S to the Sacraments of the Church of Rome, their Council of 
Trent determined, that there are ncither more or lefs, but jult 
{cyen, whercas inſtcad of ſeven the Church of Rome hath thirteen, 
for themſelves ſay, that the Sacrament which they call Orders, is 
ſubdivided into ſeven, which have each of them a particular forrt, 
and different Ceremonies, viz. the Portcrs, Readers, Conjurcrs, 
Acolytes, Subdeacons, Deacons and Prieſts : but let thern jultific if 
they can; their (even or thirteen pretended Sacraments in the mean 
rime. The Proteſtant Church doth as clearly as the Sun, evidence 
that there are but two and that theſe two are ſufficient, ſecing one 
of them (which is Baptiſm) is the Sacrament of our. Spiritual birth 
and entrance into the Church, and the other ( which is the Euchariſt) 
is the Sacrament of our Nouriſhment and growth, untill we attain 
ufito the meaſure of the perfeR ature of our Lord Jesus CyrisT, 
Now as to the Sacrament of Baptiſm ; that is done in the Prote- 
ſtant Church, in the-very form oux Saviour appointed : and this the 
Papitis do not deny. | 
But among them, they condee be aſſured that they are at all bap- 
tized 3 fince according to the Doctrine of the neceſlity of the inten- 
tion cf the Prieſt, to the being of a Sacrament, they cannot be aſſured 
of it ; for an Atheiſtical Prieſt can ſpoil their baptiſms :; ſo that un- 
leſs they can be certain of that which is impoſſible for them to know, 
I mean the intention of the Prieſt, they are not ſure they were evcr 
truly baptizcd. 
Beſides a Sacrament is a viſible ſign of an inviſible Grace, which 
inyifible Grace the Church of Rome deliroyeth, whillt ſhe rom the 
race 
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Grace in the Sacrament it (elf, as Sefſc 7. de Sacramentis Canon. 6, 
denying and accurling only Faith in Gods promile to be ſufficient to 
receive Grace. Thus they deſtroy the nature and uſeok Cunris T's 
Sacraments, and of Baptiſm in Ipecial, while they ſeparate it from 
- the Doctrine of the Word of Goud 3 and from the jneceflity of Juſti- 
fying Faith: So that Church is quite removed from the founda» 
tion and built upon another, a falſe foundation. Thus they make a 
very Idol of thcir Sacrament, and of their Prieſt together, while to 
thele they attribute that Grace which the only Author and Fountain 
of Truc Baptiſm can give : they preſent their Children in the Faith 
of that Church which denies Truc Faithin Curisrt. 

Moreover they deny tederal holinels, to kcep up their Opus opera» 
tm, i. e. whoſoever is Baptized by their Mals- Prieſt, is by that very 
work done Converted, &c. And thus by their tantaltick Converſion, 
they ſeck to fruſtrate their real Convertion, and by their counterfeit 
Chriſtianity they force to overthrow the Covenant of the Goſpel, 
Spiritual Regeneration, and indeed the Foundation of all Trre Chri- 
ftian Religion, 

And as to the Sacrament of the Euchariſt, the Proteſtant Church 
therein indeavours to raile upa mans heart to Jes ns CunRisrt 
which is in Heaven, | | 

But that of Rome abaſeth Jzsus Canis, and puts him into 
the hands of men, they make their breaden God, adore, and then 
eat him up: and according to their DoArine, C 4 rk 15 T did cat his 
whole ſclf, and drink his own body 3 for they will have the Body to 
be in the Cup, which is highly ſcandalous to Fews and Turks. 

The Romiſh Church alſo teaches, that CyuR1sT is oftcred often 
in the Sacrament of the Maſs, which is direRly contrary to the Apa- 
ſtle, who expreſly and without contradiction ſaith, that he is not 
offered often. | 

They turther Teach the Maſs is an unbloody Sacrifice, and yct 
Propitiatory tor the Remiſſion of Sins of the quick and the dead. 

This dixe&ly oppoleth the Apoſile, who faith in expreſs words, 
without thedding ot blood there isno Remiſſion, and where there is 
Remillion of (ins there is no more Offering for Sin : but in the Sacri- 
hce which Je sus CuRr1sT Offered toGod on the Crols, there 
is Remifion of Sins, therefore there is no more Offering for Sin, and 
conſequently it is falſe that the Maſs is an Offering - Sin, anda 
Propitiatory Sacrifice, Beſides in all Sacritices, that which is Offered 
muſtbe Conſecrated, and they pretend to Sacrifice the Body of our 
Saviour, which cannot be Conlecrated for who an Gs 
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the Son of God, who is he alone that doth Conſecrate us: (o then 
the Sacrifice of the Maſs doth in this appear to bc nall, 

Now as to the Inſtitution of the Lord's Supper, our Lord Þ : $ys; 
CHR1srT preſents the Cup to all thoſe to whom he had diſtributed 
the Bread, ſaying to them, Drink ye all of this, &c. 

But the Church of Rome forbids the People the uſe of the Cup of 
the Lord, &«c. and this with a Nox obſtante, notwithſtanding the 
Lord's Command to the contrary. 

And thus dircGly and formally oppoſeth JEesus Cnynisr and 
his Apoſile $. Pal, who ordains in expreſs words, Let a man examin 
bimſelf, and ſo let him drink of t hat Cup. 

And as for theſe words, Take eat, this is my Body,'it mult be either 
cibus Anime, vel Cerporis, and then it bodily tood, how can it nou- 
riſh the Soul ? and it ſpiritual food, how can it enter into the body ? 
Belides Deus non potiſt facere gue nature ſue ſit contraria» Now 
Ambroſe relolves this with us, and faith Corpus nutritur pane Sym- 
bolico, anima vero corpore Chriſti, Which agrees with the wholeſcope 
of the Scripture, ſpeaking of it every where in a ſpiritual ſenſe, and 
figuratively, 

Moreover if Cy R185 T's Body be really preſent in the Sacra- 
ment, as Papiſts affirm, where is the outward vilible fign? And the 
Inſtitution of the Euchariſt being but to laſt wſque qxo venerit, until 
Icome, if CyR1 5 T bereally, corporeally, and ſubſtantially pre- 
ſent in the Sacrament, as the Church of Rome teacheth her Creatures 
to believe upen pain of Damnation, their Tranſubſtantiation, is a 

meercheat, for the Sac xament it (elf then ceaſcth, 


CHAP. XVI. 
That Popiſh Miracles are Null. 


Iracles were the firſt foundation (as a learned Author affirms) 
and moſt authentick proofs for invocation of Saints, venera- 
tion of Images and Reliques, Pilgrimages, Purgatory, Monaſtical 
Vows, and moſt of the gainfularticles of the Roman Church. As for 
thoſe, I appeal unto any that have any Fear, Zeal, or Love for the 
Lord ] x sus, whether it be not offenſive to ſuch to obſerve their 
Legends fiuft with greater Miracles wzought by ſome of their 
fabulous Saints, than ever ] xz. 5u s wrought, and to hear ſo _ 
(1 
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of their Church ſay, tbat their{S. Fraycis did more Miracles than 
CuRrisT himfelt ! though S, Chryſiftom ſaith, that there were 
no footſteps of the power ot Miracles lett in the Church in his time. 
And S. Gregory thinks them unneceſſ:ry among, believers, and fo do 
many others, yet in the dark Ages, Miracles were frequently pre- 
ecnded, as wrought by Saints living and dead, as appears by the 
Legends of their Church, which Relations are fo ſenſele(s, foridicu- 
lous, ſo impoſlivle and unlikely, fo little agrecing with Chronology, 
Hiſtory, or Geography, that many of their Roman Wiiters are 
aſhamcd of them :; hence their own Canns complains, that theſe Aus» 
thors of Saints Lives with falſe and counterfeit fables, have blemiſh- 
«d thc Lives of Saints 3 and the ſame Writer ſaith, that the Author 
of their (0 famous golden Legend, was a man of an lron Forchead, 
and a Leaden Soul, 


CHAP, XVII. 
That Saints know not the hearts of men. 


u'T Papiſts will ſay, Do noe Saints know the bearts of men? We 
Anlwer No, for Solomon cxprelly declares in his Praycr in the 
Conſccration of the Temple, (an occalion in which he was eſpecially 
guided by the Spizit of God ) That thor, even thou only knoweſt the 
bearts of the childrea of men : and again in Eccl. g. 5, 6. The dead know 
nothi-g, and b ave no Portion in the things that are done uuder the Sun. 


CHAP, XVIII, 


Whether Papiſts worſhip Saints with an inferior Worſhip, and 
of the Blaſphemies of their Roſary-Worſhip. 


—_— ſay they worſhip Saints with an inferior worſhip : but 
| that this is not ſo, you may ſee in their very Roſary, other- 
wile called the Virgins Plalter 3 for is not that made up of ten Aves 
tocne Pater to God, Her they have created the Queen of Heaven 
angyof all the World, and 1:aving unto God the Throne of Juſtice, 
they have given her the Throne of Grace, to which Sinners may 


appeal . 
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appeal from the ſentence of the Throne of Juſtice 3 herein they exaly 
the Creature in the opinion of the people above the Creator, for aj 
appeals are made from an inferior to a ſuperior Court. Secondly, 
they thereby eſtrange men from God, for thoſe that believe it will be 
ſure to go to the Throne of Grace ( that of the Virgin ) and let God 
alone in his Throne of Juſtice» The direQors of the Conſciences of 
thoſe of the Romiſh Church arc full of theſe 3 Viegas the Jeluit ſaith, 
this is the Virgin Mary, with whom God hath divided his Kingdom, 
for God hath reſerved Juſtice for himſelf, and given Mercy to his 
Mother, whercfore if any find hirnſelf aggrieved by the Court of 
Juſtice, let him appcal to the Throne of Mercy, the Mother of God, 
the Lady Auguſta. 

And their S. Bonaventure, hath cauſed her to be adored by the 
Heatheniſh Title of the Queen of Heaven, and to be invocated by 
the impious name of the Mother of the whole Trinity. And hath 
tranſported all the addrefles made to God in the Plalms, to our Lady, 
viz. Let our Lady ariſe, and let her Enemies be ſcattered. 1 will ſing of 
tbe ntercies of our Lady. Save me O Lady for thy Names ſake. 11 thee 
0 Lady bave I put my truſt, I ſhall never be confounded. Onur Lady is 
our refuge and ſtrength, our very preſent help in trouble. And that 
nothing be wanting to the height of Impicty, that their blaſphemougs 
Saint hath expelled the Son of God from the right hand of Godhis 
Father to give place to his Mother. The Lord ſaid to my Lady, fit 
thou on my right band, till T have made thine Enemies thy Foorſtool, 

And their S. Bernardin of Senes ſaith, All ſerve to the Empireof 
the Virgin, and of God himlſelt. 

Let all Chriſtians that are in their right ſenſes,judge whether thoſe 
blaſphemies owned by the Church of Rome, and thete her enormitics 
of foul Do&rine, do not ſhew her ſelf to be the Mother of all Abomi- 
nations, and the Synagogue of Satan ? 
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CHAP, ZI 


That the Striptures are the true ſtandard, to try and know 
good from evil Spirits, 


ET i it not aſtraightning to the Spirit of God, to bring all Miracles 
and Revelations to the touchſtone and examen of the Scripture 2? 

If the Scripture were a Rule formed by man, or by Angels, the 
Spirit of God could not be ſubje& to any Rule ſo much below it (elf. 
But all Scripture being of Divine Inſpiration, holy men of God 
ſpake as they were moved by the Holy Ghoſt, ſo that it is of great 
uſe againſt the wiles of the Devil, to have a certain and fixed fian- 
dard, to which we may bring ary thing that is broached under the 
name of Spiritual Truth, and may thereby (as the Scripture ſaith) 
try the Spirits whether they be of God 3 and may know the voyce 
of the Holy Spirit, and good Ange), from that of Satan, even when 
he transforms himſelf into an Angel of Light : and it is an honour 
to the Spirit of God, which ( by means of fuch a ſtandard and rule } 
appears ever like himſelf, that is, uniform and conſtant, without any 
variableneſs or ſhadow of changing. 


CHAP. XX. 
Whether the Scriptures Interpretation be diverſe 2 


UT i not the interpretation ef the Scriptures diverſe ? 

The Ignorance and perverſeneſs of Interpreters cannot in the 
leaſt take away the Honour from the Scriptures of being a ſtandard 
and rule in ſpiritual things, no wore than the ignorance and perverſc- 
nels of a man in giving the interpretation of the Law, ſhould de- 
traQ from the honour of its being the rule and ſtandard of judging 
in Civil things. And indeed it is various, not in reſpec of the 
things ſpoken of, .but in reſpe& of mans Vanity and Ignorance. 
Beſides it*s the known practice of the Papiſis (by obſcure Allegories) 
todraw a veil, and caſt thick clouds betwen us and the Scriptures, 
and then'cry ont, they axe myſterious, obſcure, dark, hid, But it 
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our Goſpelbe kid (as the Apoſlle Gaith) it is hid tothem that periſh, 
in whom the God of this world hath blinded their Eys, and then 
they cry out there is a defe@t in the ObjeR, whereas the way by 
which they would enlighten it, renders it a thouſand times more 
dark : thus running from the Holy Scriptures and the way which the 
molt wiſe God hath fitted for our converſe with him in Spirituals, 
they blindly give themſelves up to the condud of fach Guides whoſe 
practice and intereſt it is to miſlead them, and lighting that way 
of converſe which God hath made their portion here below, they 
loſe the bleſſings of ' their preſent ſtate, and all thoſe Influences 
which God conveys unto us by mediums of his own fitting; and 
inſtead of increaſing in knowledge, they ſubje&t themſelves to the 
dreaming vanities of human inventions, and grow vain in their ima. 
gination, .and have their fooliſh hearts darkned by that Prince of 
darkneſs : as appears by. their heretical opinions.

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CHAP. XXII. 


Of the Popes farther Abuſe of the Scriptures, with other of 
their pratical Enormities, 


. HE Roman Church commands under pretence of Religion, on 
certain days to abſtain from certain meats 3 and forbids Prieſts 
* to marry. 

And thus direQly oppoſeth,and exprefly teacheth what this great 
Apoſtle Saint Pawl, calls a DoQtrine of Devils, Col. 2. 2 Cor. 10. 
2 Tim. 4 1, 2, 3. 

The Popiſh Church profeſſeth to believe that]Je sus Cnnn1s rx 
is on Earth in reſpe& of his Human Nature. 

Which is contrary to what he himſclf ſaithin S. Fobn, chap. 12. 
& 16. and contrary to the expreſs words of S. Peter, A&s 3. that the 
Heavens muſt receive him until the time of the reſtitution of all 
things, 

Papiſts teach that the Souls of thoſe that die in the Lord are tor- 
mented after this Life in a Fire which they call Purgatory. 

Which is direQly contrary to the Holy Ghoſt, who declares in ex- 
prels terms, that bleſſed are the dead that die in the Lord, from heuce- 
forth, yea [aith the Spirit, that they may reſt from their labonrs, and their 
IVorks do follow them. And againſt the expreſs words of the Bookof 
Wiſdom (which was Canonized by their Council of Trent) The Sonls 
of the Fmt are in the bands of God, and no Torment ſhall tonch them. 

As to the methods whereby Popes crept into their praQtical Enor- 
mities, it's obſervable that Rome for the advancement of her Popes 
of the firſt Ages forged many Epiſtles, which are by themſelves ſince 
confeft ſpurions z and carried on their defigns by forging Writings, 
Deeds, Miracles, Viſions, Prophefies. &e. and to alltheſe have added 
this, the Rule of Conftance which ſtands them in great ſtead, That 
no Faith is to be kept with Hereticks, j. e. with ſuch as are not of 
their opinion. And this is fo far heightned by their Caſuiſts, who 
aver that a Law or Covenant obligeth not when a man hath no in- 
tention to oblige himſelf, ſothat a man may ſwear with his outward 
man, yet his inward man is free, hereby they can promiſe and ne> 
ver perform, ſp-ak and ſwear ove thing, and intend another : info- 
much that if # Romifþ Priclt be,c1lled inquefiion, hemay anfwer No, 

E 3 having 
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having this mental reſerve, that he is no Prieſt of the Devil, By 
fach means they have a notable helpat a dead lift, to keep their Pre. 
ſelytes cloſe to their FaQion, who it they be broughht upon Tryal 
of their Lives, may ſay and (wear they know no more of this—qr 
that—than the Child unborn, if they have this referve, they knew 
no more of this or that with an intent to let you know it. All 
which exactly hints to the followers of the Beati mentioned in the 
Revelation of S. Fobn, That they received a mark in their right hand, 
and in their forebeads , they can ſometimes own it and ſometimes 
hide it, as they pleaſe. Hence proceeds their Pie frandes, pia men- 
dacia, their equivocations, their godlyxdeceits and lyes, as are made 
and told for the advancement of their Religion, and to (tir up Devo- 
tion. Hence they bcely their Adverſaries in their Lives, Doctrine and 
Dcath,as we know in Luther, Calvin, Beza, Biſhop King, and others, 

Hence they counterfeit falſe Fathers, and by their ſaid Index, 
make the true ones ſpeak as they liſt, and thruſt a thouſand of lies on 
the pooy people : as the Hiſtory of Loretto, the Dalmatian Prieſt, who 
having his bowels plucked out of his body by the Twrke, took his 
guts in his hand ( if we will believe it) and went many days to Lo- 
retto, and there was cured : they alſo abuſe the credulous people by 
their Legends in Latine, Exgliſh, and other Languages: That the 
power of S. Patrick's Praycr. (as they. write) made a ſheep bleat in 
the belly of him that ſtole it: and of an Heretick who was Conver- 
ted by (ceing S. Axthony's Horſe worſhip the Hoſt, with innumerable 
ſuch ridiculous fopperics. And as to the ſteps whereby Popes climbed 
up to their Pride, Pomp, and Grandeur, the Popes ( from being 
plain preaching Biſhops as they were at firſt, who were then always 
choſen by their Maſter the Emperor, untill after Charlemaigs ) they. 
firſt negleQed their ſaid Maſters choice in their ElcQtion : and to bar 
them for the future, rebelled againſi them, and to make themſelves 
more ſecure, they ſet.up the Order of the Canoniſts and Scholaſticks, 
againſt the Power of the Civil Law, which aatiently maintained the 
Right and Powerof the Emperors and Princes 3. and they. confirmed 
theſe Canoniſts and. Decretals to be unqueſtionable, thus as much: 
as in them lics to annihilate. the Authority of the Holy Scriptnres.. 
Then they gave themſclves the Title of Lord of France, and of all 
the habitable{World, and forced the Emperors to ſubmit to them, e- 
ven as to hold their tirrups;and make it a fundamental point of their 
Religion, that the Pope can Depoſe and Murther Princes, and not 
content with all this, they alſo Lrcifer-like, aſſault the very Seat of- 
God, (it: ing in the very Temple of. God and is not this then that. 
very 
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very Antichriſt indeed? Ard all this have they conſpired into, 
from being Servants of the Emperors, verifying the old Provetb, (er 
a beggar on horſcback and he will ride to the— En Epulum Diabolt, 
fic fic glomerantur in unum innnaure peſtes Erebi, Claud. Since Popes 
hen eſteem Rebellion againſt God, and Princes tobe Religious : and 
| nn thoſe that arc obedient to Gods Laws, and to their lawful 
Princes, Hereticks : who- would not be fach Chriſtian Hereticks ? 
And who would be of that rebellious Antichriſtian Religion ? whoſe 
principles if their creatures be trueunto, they mult abandon choice, 
and obcy their Superior right or wrong and every immortality he 
commands is duty upon damnation, the more contrary to their 
reaſon and averſe to their nature, the greater merit.. A Religion 
that would make men Pious by Tmpietics, that cauſeth a world of 
murthers and.incendiaries, defolation of Cities,and whole Provinces, 
that is deſtructive to all Government, the abyls of abyſſes, and Sea 
of abominations ? 

Againſt ſuch prodigious impoſtures, S. Paxl faith, and Proteſtant 
Miniſters teach, that God is angry with fuch (ins: and that God 
gives over ſuch to a.reprobate mind, being filled with all unrighte- 
ouſneſs, fornication, wickedneſs, covetouſnchs, maliciouſneſs, full 
of envy, murther, debate, deccit, malignity, whiſperers, backbiters, 
haters of God, deſpiteful, proud, boaſters, inventors gf evil things, 
diſobedient to Parents, without underſtanding, covenant-breakers, 
without natural affeQ ion, implacable, unmerciful > who knowing, 
the judgment of God, that they that commit ſuch things are worthy 
of death, not only to do the ſame, but have pleaſure in them that 
dothem, Rom.

Of Popiſh deſigns in their implicit Faith, Auricular Confeſſion, 
fue Eccleſtaſticks from the Obedience of their Princes, 
forbidding Prieſts ts marry, and Purgatory. 


S to implicit Faith, this their DoQtcine ( which is below the 
A honour of true Religion to defire to be taken upon truſt) is a 
policy of their Prieſts to ſecure their evil praQtices from being en- 
quired into, and adevice to make their diſciples depend on them ag 
infallible Oracles, who can by this means lead them blindfold whither 
they will, and impoſe any thing on them, that ſerves their Intercf, 
under the pretence of Religion. 

And for Auricular Confeffion : this was of old voluntary to a 
Divine, and only uſed in caſe of a troubled Conſcience, or firong 
Temptation, but Popiſh Prieſts make it now neceſſary 3 and where- 
fore? but-to make themſclves Maſters of every mans ſecrets, to dil. 
cover the leaſt inclination of their proſelytes to leave them z to keep 
the Laity in awe, and make them venerate and depend upon their 
ghoſtly Father as their Guide, ' who hereby hath them all at his 
mercy: and yet thcir DoRtars affirm, it's lawful to diſcover what 
is revealed to them in Confeſſion in ſome caſes, eſpecially if it con» 
cerns the Rowan Church 3 and accordingly they can draw what they 
will within ſome head of Religion, nw, then they have this ſalve, 
that it concerns their Church, 

As to their freeing Ecclefiaſticks from the Obedience of their Na+ 
tural Princes Authority, this they 'do that the Pope may have Sub» 
jets Numcrous and Potent to give Intelligence and abett his In- 
tereſt in the Bowels of all Kingdoms. 

Now as for their forbidding their Prieſts to marry, this they do 
that what they have cheated or ſcraped during their Lives, the Pope 
who challenges it, may have all at their death, this they properly 
cafl the ſpoyls of the Clergy's fo that a Rich Clergyman can no 
foorer fall fick, but the Popes Coll:Rors' gape abuut him for r% 

Goods, 
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Goods, and ſet Guards about his Houſe, by which means Biſhops 
have not had left ere they were dead, a Candleſtick or Cup to drink 
in; yea they have been deſerted upon their death-beds, and famiſhed 
for want of mcat toeat : may all that bind themſelves ſlaves to ſach a 
Maſter be {o deſcrvedly uſed. 

And as to their Purgatory, their Prieſts ( viſiting men in their 
extream lickneſs) territy dull Sinners with their crimes, who frighted 
in a ſort out of their wits, together with their infinuations, are 
wrought to part with their ready Moneys and Lands, to avoid the 
unaginary fre of Purgatory, running at the (ame time into the 
real Torments of Hell by their wicked Lite. 

And indeed this Purgatory and Prayers to deliver Souls from 
thence ( being a novel tancy ) was feared and ſufpe&ed by ſome of 
themſelves, but at length it was Countenanc'd and Decreed by that 
Church, thereby to oblige the people frankly to part with their Mo- 
neys, for themſelves or deceaſed friends, to thoſe who ſell their 
Prayers ſo commonly, that they.occafioned that Proverb, No Peny 
#o Pater Noſter, and to convince ns that money is the only thing 
ſought by the Church of Rome in thoſe Abſolutions, the ſaid Book 
of Rates tells us, that thoſe Ads of Grace cannot be granted to the 
poor who have nothing, and therefore carmot be comforted. Do 
not our Englifs Rowanifts then hug their Chains, and Adore thoſe 
that abuſe them with ſuch fripperies and new Articles of Faith, to 
carry on the deſigns of the impoſers, and the deftrution of their 
over credulous confidents ? 

Let any rationa} man judge whether thoſe things theſe call Reli- 
2100 are not meerly arts to enflave the people and enrich themſelves : 
tor what-the Popes ſteal is their right, and what they cheat muft be 
their due, and from ſuch Arguments as theſe they fay all they can ſay 
tor Popery 3 fo that they ſecretly laugh at the peoples credulity, who 
will be impoſed upon by them : As that Cardinal to the pe that 
flocked about him, Dui vxlt decipi, decipiatur. And as that blaſphe- 
mous Pope ſaid, O quantum Iners aitalit vana ifta fabula Chrifti

wW E ſay as a man that hath the Plague may live, but not by the 
Plague 3 ſo Popery being the bane of Chriftianity, and en- 
mity to mans ſalvation, thoſe that are ſaved among them muſi be 
faved from Popery not by it: as famous Biſhop Fewel ( def. Apul. 
far. cap. 22, div. 1.) ſaith, it we ſhould content our felves to turn 
to the Pope and to his Errors, we ſhould kindle Gods wrath againſt 
us, and clog and condemn our Souls for ever. And in another place 
he ſaith, fo the caſe ſtood that unleſs we left the Pope, we could not 
cometoCHRIsT., And DoQtor Broughton, God can fave a man 
at the laſt, but as Gods word is infallible, fo ſaid he if a man lives and 
dies in the Faith of all the Articles of their Council of Trent, he 
cannot. be ſaved. DoQor Whitaker, a man for his Learning and 
Judgment approved of the Churches of Cu 1s T abroad, andof 
this of England, faith thus of Rome, Quare deſerendun eſſe dicims ab 
omnibus, &c. Wherefore we ſay ſhe ought to be forſaken of all men 
who will be ſaved, becauſe it 1s not any true Church atall, nor any 
ſalvation to be hoped from it : and he proves the Church of Rome 
(amongſt many other Arguments) tobe no Catholick,no Apoſtolick, 
nor a txue Church, from the Council of Conſtantinoples four Notes. 

For ſhe holds not the Catholick Apoſtolick Faith, becauſe ſhe hath 
not the pure Preaching of the Word, and the right and lawful Ad- 
miniſtration of the Sacraments, obſerved by the Apoſtles, and in- 
ſtituted by Chriſt. She overthrows the Foundation, to wit, Juſti- 
fication by Faith, and many other. Foundations, to'the number of 
18, ſet down by Dr. Whitaker, therefore they cannot be ſaved, faith 
he perſiſting therein, ergo xulla Ecclefia- 

For Argument, That Church wherein Salvation ordinarily, or 
by ordinary means cannot be hoped, is no True Vifible Church of 
CHRIST. 

But in the Church of Rome Salvation ordinarily, or by ordinary 
cans 
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means cannot be hoped for, therefore the Church of Rome is no true 
viſible Church of Cyunr1sT. For the propoſition it is a Maxim, 
extra Ecclefiam nnll2 $alus, out of the Church no Salvation, neceſſa> 
rily implying that Salvation is only to be found in the Church, fo 
that no Salvation, no Church ct Cyunris rt, allo that a true Church 
of CH R 1+ T mult needs have the ordinary means of Salvation, 

For the aſſumption it is proved divers ways, as thus, the Preaching 
of the Goſpel of the pure Word of God, is the only ordinary means 
to beget Faith unto Salvation, Kom. 10. 14, 15, 17. Now the 
Goſpel, Word and Faith of Salvation is not permitted to be prezc1ed 
or believed in the Church of Rome. Whereupon the Learned Chem- 
nitius (aith of the Church of Rome, Infelicem ergo Ecclefiam, &c. 
Ounhappy and miſerable Church, for whom the Council of Trent 
decrces, it unlawful to Believe, to Preach, or Tcach that Blefſed- 
neſs of Man, confirmed by the Teſtimonies of David, and of all the 
Prophets ! For the purpole they may not Preach nor Teach the Sa- 
ving DoGrines of Salvation, as the juſtilying Faith, which is an af- 
hance particular and certain juſtification by Faith, conliſting in the 
ſole imputation of Caur1s T's Righteouſnels, ard the like, 

Doctor Reynolds, another ſhining Light of the Univerſity of Ox- 
ford, in his Verſes upon the third conclution handled in the Schools, 
November 3. 1579. faith, If that ye feck Eternal Lite, fee that ye 
Rome torlake. , 

Mr. Perkins in his Reformed Catholick, in the Prol. Sed. faith, That 
all thoſe that will be Saved, muſt depart and ſeparate from the Faith 
and Religion of the preſent Church of Rome : he allo writ a Treatiſe 
to prove a Papiſt cannot go beyond a Reprobate. The ſame do all 
Proteſtants affirm of all thoſe in whom Popery is predominant pra» 
Ctically, and overcometh Chrillianity. 

Here is the Judgment of thoſe Learned Divines, and therein the 
conſent of- both the Univerſities, Oxford and Cambridge ; for their 
Books were allowcd for Printing by the principal Doctors of the 
ſeveral Univeilities then rclident in them. 

Nor is it to bc taken for the Judgment of the Univesſicies only,but 
alſo of the whole Church, as it appears evidcntly by the continuance 
of it from time to time, in the wiitings of thoſe famous Learned 
Men ſucceſſively one after another. It was divers years proclaimed 
opcnly in the publick Schools by Door Reynolds, ratiticd after by 
Dr. Whitaker in his publick Le&ures of Divinity, and confirmed by 
Mr. Perkins, and by every one of theſe publiſhed in print, with the 
Approbation of our Church and State. 
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And this hath been the judgment and practice of the Churches of 
God in all the Proteſtant Countries, 'for the ſpace of more than a . 
hundrcd years, to declare and teſtifie our ſeparation. from the Church 
of Rome in reſpeR of Faith and Religion, to be a matter of abſolute 
neceſſity, eſpecially it we conſider that every Pariſh Church through. 
out the whole Land, is enjoyned to have the Book. of Biſhop Jewel 
with the rett of his Works for all men to xcad, and that they wcr: 
all new Printcd to that end.

not the Apoſtles Faith, and that only is the Catholick Church, which 
retains the true Worſhip of God : but the Church of Rome, ( as it 
conſiſts of Trent) neither rctains the Old Religion of the Scriptures, 
nor that of the Primitive Church in general, nor that of the Antient 
Church of Rome z for they have omitted, added and altered fo many 
points, that though Rome hath the Old Name, it hath long lance loſt 
the Old Faith : ſo that we may now ſeek Rome in the midi of Rome, 
as Fuvencis Vitalis laith, for (he hath not now the Faith, the manners, 
nor the worſhip of the Primitive Roman Church. -For it appears 
thatin the time of the Old Religion of Rome, you might then have 
ſeen there, Churches without Images, Prieſts under no Vows of 
Single Life, no Tranſubſtantiation nor half-Communion, but the 
true Sacrament Celebrated in a known Tongue, and Prayers and Le- 
tanies ina known Tongue alſo, without any names of Saints, or Ors 
pronobia, they had then no Jubilees, no Indulgencies, no conftrained 
Calibats, no cuſtomary Auricular Conteſlion, no Apocrypha in the 
Canon of Scripture, nor the reſt. And as to Popes ſucceſion, what 
ſhamctul interruptions and ruptures by Schiſmaticks, Murtherers, 
Hereticks, &*c. condemned by Gencral Councils, and other aun- 
capable perſons, the pretended Succefſion of Rome is accompanied 
with, bcfde the Novelty of their Uſarpation it (elf, rogether with 
the Conjurations, Perjuries, Bribery, Murthers, &c. that are the 
uſual Artifices of obtaining the Papacy is maniteſt, aud beſides all 
this, their very Ele&ion hath alſo by their own-Laws many Ages 
lince been void and null, as a Learned Romanift hath long ago proved, 
which was addreſt to the Emperor, and to all Kings and Princes of 
the Chriſtian World ? and preſented to King James of blcfl.d me- 
mory, who cauſed it to be Printed, and A4nns 1622 it was Engliſhed 
and the Book to this day unan{wered. 
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The Learucd Doctor Sall hath alfo fully diſcovered their collu- 
Gon and filchy PraQtices of thoſe Elc@ions, and proves that Sextw 
Printw, Clement the Eighth, and Pal the Fifth, were no Popes, 
and the Cardinals made by them no Cardinals, and had no Power to 
Ele& Popes by their own Laws.

But the Popiſh Church though ſhe ſaith in her heart, Sedeo Regina, 
T.ſita Queen, and am no Widow, and ſhall ſee no ſorrow, i which is 
Bahylons voice faith, Auguſtine and Aquinas) therefore (hall her 
plagues come in one day, death, mourning and famin, and ſhe (hall 
be utterly burnt with fire, for ſirong is the Lord who judgeth her; 
asſhe hath fallen culpably, (o ſhall ſhe fall penally, like that of Fericho 
which can nevcr be reedified ; as Sibyll2 long fince foretold, Tuta eris 
in Cineres, quiaſi nunquam Roma fuiſſes.

OW whether the greateſt Unity be in the Proteſtant Church 
or in the Popiſh, you may ſec by theſe parallels. 

The Proteſtant Church hath but one head, ]Jesus CHRIST, 
which all Chriſtians do unanimouſly acknowledge. 

But the Papal Church hath another head, z. e. the Pope, which 
moſt of the Chriſtian World diſowneth: and what that is, whether 
a Pope or a General Council or only both conjunct, themſc]ves are 
rot agrecd 3 betides,thirty timcs at leaſt, their Church hath had more 
heads than one at once, and often many, one being for one, and ano- 
ther for another, ſo ſchiſmaticall were they. 

The Proteſtant Church hath the ſame Articles of the Creed, and 
the ame Canonical Scripture as their Religion, which all Chriſtians ? 
OWN. 

But the Papal Church hath invented and added many new Articles 
of their Faith in their Trent Council, quite oppoſite to the Chriſtian 
Faith, which moſt of Chriſt:ndom diſown. 

The Protelitant Church hath the pure Chriſtian Worſhip in Prayer 
and Sacraments, and hath no more than moſt Chriſtians are agreed 
In, and it leaves out nothing but mens additions, 

But the Popiſh Maſſes, Sacraments, and other a&ts of Worſhip, are 
ſuch which molt of Chriftians rcj:& : and to ſhew their diſunion 
amongſt themſelves, there are more Books written by Papilts againſt 
each _ than are by all. the Sets of Chriſtians in the World fct 
togethzr. 

Belide there are more of Parties and Se&s amongſt them, than a- 
mong avy other, Jeſuits, Dominicans, Thomiſts, Scotiſts, Nominals, 
_ Franciſcans, Benedicins, Carthulians, Carmielites, and many 
others, 

And it they ſay they have acommoa (tandinginfallible h211 wito 
ends all efſential differences among them,this cannot be,fince Papiſts 
as aboveſaid arc ſome for the Pope, others ſay the Council is Judge, 
others: that the Pope and the Counci] together are the Juge, others 
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ſay it is the body of the Church throughout the World that ought 
tobe the Judge. Now as for the Popes, how Tmany of theth trave 
been condemned for Hereticks, Murtherers, and Sorcerers, and 
other abominations, bcfides their general ignorance in Divinity is ap. 
parent : and for Councils, they have had none theſe 115 years, 6 
that if either a Council without'the Pope, 'or with him be the In. 
fallible Judge, they have long ago loſt their Infallibillity. 

Beſides that that is quite otherwiſe, I ſhall inſtance -in the utter 
differences that are between the Dominicans and the Franciſcans jn 
theſe grand Opinions touching the Conception of the Bleſſed Virgin, 
the Franciſcans holding her immaculate Conception, according to 
the Revclation of their S. Bridget: aid the Dominicans preaching 
dire@ly the contrary, according to the Revelation of their S, Cz. 
tharine : Now one of theſe mutt certainly be falſe, what becomes 
then of the Popes and their Councils Intallibility,who have ſolargely 
owned and approved both, is not then their common ſtanding Judge, 
an Infallible Cheat and Juglc ?

\ X 1 HAT + the main difference between Chriſtianity and Popery? 

Chriſtian Religion doth moſt honour God, and moſt 
humble man ; but the ſum of Popery is to diſcnthrone God, and to 
deihie man. 

herein doth Popery chicfly conſiſt ? 

This Popery principally conlitts in Merit, Mediation, Sztisfa"jor, 
Supercrogation and Pardon, which is an human invented Religion, 
or an Antichiiſtian Superfirufture to undermine, and ( as much as 
poflible to overthrow all that is truly Chriftian, 

This Popery, the very word of a Mediator Coth ſufficiently refute, 
for if a Man can Merit, Mediate, Satishe, Supereregate, Pardon, 
and do all himſelf, what nceds he either Saviour or Mediator ? 

Beſides the Holy Scriptures give us a General Rule (which is alone 
ſufficient)to make us reje& the Maſs, Purgatory, Papal Indulgencics, 
Invocation of Saints, Veneration of Rceliques, Adoration of Creofics, 
and all human invented Traditiors : for-it tells us that they Worſhip 
God in vain who teach for DoQrine the Commandments of men, 
Matth. 5. 9. And to ſuch as add or detract from Gods Commanc» 

ments, 
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ments, Curſed be he that addeth or detraQeth from the leaſt of theſe 
ſayings, Rev. 22. 

And to ſuch as create new Articles of Faith preter quam, cr contra 

vam. belides or contrary to the DoGtrines of the Scripture : if an 
Angel from Heaven preach any other Goſpel than that you have re- 
ceived, let him be accurſcd. Gal. 1.8. 

By what means was Popery firſt uſhered into the World? 

In the obſcure Age as it is called, Ignorance grew univerſal many 
hundrcd years, and had few perſons eminent for Learning, till a 
few years before the Reformation, which wretched Blindneſs, Igno- 
rarceand Credulity of thoſe Ages, hugely contributed to the recepti- 
on of the Popiſh new Doctrines.and Decrees, which they built upon 
Forgeries and Fictions, &'c. This grols ſtupidity made the Would 
ealic to be abuſed with their moſt monſtrous DoRtrines. 

They therefore call Ignorance the Mother of Devotion, tindiog 
their Religion beſt credited where it is leaſt known : theſe Tares 
were ſowed while men ſlept, and all that cryed out againſt, and 
oppoſed their Innovations, they deſtroyed by Fire and Sword ( as 
much as they could) witneſs the moſt antient Chriſtians of Piedmont, 
the Albigenſes, Bobemians, &c.

The proper genius of the Romiſh Church conſiſts much in Aufw, 
gh our Doctors though far more Learned than themſelves, 

and vilifying our Miniſters, and the Goſpel- Miniſtry it (elf; and in 

a wild confidence to raiſe any thing they have though a Dunghill,

This kind of Reman HeRoriſm is a main ſupport of their Tranſub- 
ſantiation, Maſs, Purgatory, and pretended Infallibility, and the 
better to turn mens brains and hearts that fide, their pretended Ca- 
tholickneſs, Miracles, ſaffrages, Confraternities, Indulgencies, &c. 

The very dirt and dung of that Church, are by the ſame Art and 
Valoure reCtcdi nto plauſible mcans of Worſhip and Salvation, 


And 
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And in order to make men throng in, if they meet with tender 
Conſciences, they will be Ambitious to exceed all the degrees of 
Chriſtian ſeverity, it they meet with thoſe of contrary temper, they 
will accommodate them alſo with all the condefcenſions of the 
looſeſt Indulgence : fo let them mix whatever kind ot (tuff the 
pleaſe tocharm men into their party, if they find them well ditpg. 
{cd to devour it, then they give it ther as good meat ; but if they (ee 
they abhor it, then to pleaſe them, they will diſown itas rank poylon, 

By which means they abuſe the World, and under this colluſion, 
Lyes, Works, &«c. goes on the myſtery of iniquity, and thc power 
of darkneſs. And 1 may ſafcly ſay, Rome hath no ground more 
commodious for Ambuſhes, nor more dangerous to poor ſtrangers, 
than what they can take or leave, ſay and unſay, as they lee cauſe,

Popes at laft forged that Council, or rather Conventicle of 
Trent: and there patched up old Errors and Herclies, and made 
them new Articles of Faith, and thus completed that myſtery of 
Iniquity. 2 Thefſ: 2. adding theſe Pillars-to prop that her ſandy foun- 
dation : viz. allurements, and all vain-glorious enchanting entice- 
ments on the one hand, and all manner of-prodigious tortures by 
fire, ſword, &c. on the other. Trent for Romes laſt ſupport, was 
forced to borrow of Lyeifer his main Engins, and for Executioners, 
the Jeſuits, and the Preti de Piaferni, as they are termed in Spain, 
7,0, the holy Fathers of the horrid Inquiſition, theſe are the perpe- 
trators of Romes bloody Bulls. 

This Popery is that which is generally preached in Spain, Ttaly,&c. 
( vid.. Sands's Survey of the Weſtern Religion ) and ſeldom is Chrilii- 
anity, except on certain days, and then with that mixture of Popiſh 
vanities, enough to deſtroy the good ſeed of the Goſpel of Currsrt. 

For refuſing and denying this Trextine Popery ( but for denying 
nothing of Chriſtianity, )havc ſo many thouſands of Orthodox Chri- 
Gans been maſſicred, drowned, and burned 1n all parts of Exrepe 
by that Antichrifiian Romiſh Hierarchy, 
CHAP. 


Popery no Chriſtianity. 


CHAP. XX XVI. 
How the World could be ſo long deceived by Rome ? 


Ecauſe the Lambs horns were upon the head of Antichriſt, and 
if a Traytor carry the Colours of a Prince in War, all the 
common Soldiers flock to him, and fight under his Banner, till the 
Traytor be known, and the Treaſon be diſcovered. So the Popes of 
Rome pretending the common Principles of Faith and Manners, and 
giving themſelves out to be Colour-bearers to Jesus Curis Tr, 
without which they could not ſo eaſily have infinuated themſelves 
into the hearts of the World, moſt of the Weſtern Churches whom 
they had wrought by Policy and Power, flocked unto them : but 
when their pretences were diſcovered, and we would no longer take 
their parts againſt CyR1srT, then the Popes made a faQtion and 
head againſt us in that their Council of Trenz, as if it were our fault - 
that we would not drink their poyſon, and not theirs, who were fo 
Trayterous and wicked to force it upon us. 


CHAP, XXXVIL, 
What are the marks of Antichriſtian Papiſts e 


HEY are ſuch as have their heads and hearts poyſoned, re 
jeRing the Word of God, and taking pleaſure in falſhood, 
which is manifeſted two ways. Firſt by an over eager-purſuit of the 
things of Antichriſt without examination), as if they ſhould ſay we 
will be thus becauſe we will be thus, doting upon a ſpirit of Intalli- 
bility. Secondly, by their cruel killing and facrificing all oppoſers 
with fire and ſword ( Idolatry being naturally cruel ) of ſuch the 
Apoſtle faith, they ſhall be Damned. 
Note, Rome was the firſt that Decrecd Chriſtians to be burned for 
their Religion, 
To Uſher in her foul Idolatries

Have all Papiſts been or will be Damned 2 


WW E ſay and acknowledge Gods mercies are infinite and incom- 
prehenfible, and how far they extend toall fincere minds, 
we are not ſo preſumptuous as to define. But as to what God js 
bound by Covenant which he made with man, we ſay and do aſſert, 
that the Popiſh Church is guilty of ſuch hidevus corruptions, by 
which they have ſo much razcd the very foundation of true Chri. 
ſtian Religion, and have fo much vitiated the vitals thereof, that 
they havenot reaſon to claim the mercies of the Goſpel due by that 
Covenant, Yet we ſay that when the Church was low in the Eyes 
of the World, then as God gave his People leſs, ſo he required leſs at 
their hands, and ſuch as had the Knowledge of the Belict, the ten 
* Commandments, the Lords Prayer and the Sacraments, theſe being 
ſpeciouſly in the Church of Rome (though with horrid corruptions, 
as is before mentioned) and having hearts willing to be informedin 
the truth, when our Provident God ſhould offer opportunities, with 
purpoſes and endeavours, to know and do aright, and holy Obedi- 
dience to what was known, and being ignorant, or at leaſt not (ſo 
fully Giated in the pernicious Errors of the Popiſh corruptions, 
though they were in that Church yet were not of it: as many of our 
Fathers from Age to: Age have been, Such in theſe qualifications 
might be Saved, but ſuch are not acknowledged by the Pope to be 
right Catholicks : we ſay alſo that if any among them be of the 
number of Gods Sacred ones before their effetual calling, they are 
then members of that Antichriſtian Popiſh Church : but being called, 
they are no more of it but in it. Here Note, Gods power and faith- 
fulne(s in all Ages, in fingling out his Servants in the very Tents of 
Antichriſt, and delivering them from the Power of Hell and Darkneſs. 
But as for ſuch as worſhip the Beaſt and his Image, and are by wil- 
fulnc(s and reſolution (as it were embowclled) in that State 3 of ſuch 
the Holy Ghoſt faith, they (hall drink of the Wine of the Wrath of 
God. 
Note, Theſe latter only are owned by the Pope to be his true Ca- 
tholicks and not the former, you may here ſee the difference _—_ 
the 
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the antient Chriſtian Catholicks, and the new Roman Catholick: 


And withal conſider, how vigilant Satan is to diſtinguiſh and appro- 
priate his own Vaſſals, that they may alſo partake with him ot tus

Whether $. Paul doth not acknowledge, that thoſe that built Hay and 0bjea. 


Swbble upon the Foundation of Chriſtianity might be ſaved, though with

We are told of ſome who built the Jewiſh Ceremonies and Ob- Anſw. 


ſervances, on the foundation of Chriftianity, and faid unleſs men 
were Circumciſed and kept the Law of Moſes, they could not be 
Saved, 

Theſe Judaiſing Chriftians were as Cenſorious and Uncharitable 
to S. Paxl, as Papiſts tous Proteſtants, for they poſitively ſaid they 
could not be Saved. 

But did S. Paxl therefore leave a certain way of Salvation, for an 
Argument that was at beſt only contingent, and concludes uncertain- 
ly and by chance, and therefore ſuch as no rational man ought to be 
moved by it. 

Now Charity is one of the moſt Effential marks of Chriſtianity, 
and teacheth us not to ſee others in the high way of Damnation and 
not to tell ther the danger of their condition. 

And there is ſcarce one Doctrine that the Proteſtant Church 
holdeth, but ſome or other of the moſt Learned;Writers ofjthe Roma- 
wits have acknowledged to be either ſufficiently contained in Scri- 
pture, or to have been held and pradiſed by the Primitive Church ? 

So that nothing can excuſe their Popiſh Uncharitableneſs to us : 
and what advantage have they gotten by their ſaid Jewiſh Argu- 
ment they ſo much catch at, but only this, to ſhew they do what in 
them lies to make themſelves no Chriſtians, that they may prove 


themſelves to be a true Chriſtian Church ; a medium which Prote- - 


ſtants never defire to make uſe of, 
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CHAP. XXXIX. 
Whether Papiſts do BelieveinCHR1sST? 


O mot Papiſts believein CR15T, and holdit the ſurcſt way t 
D put their confidence in God alone for Salvation ? 

Yes, but that withal men may put their confidence alſo in their 
own and in other mens works, Bell. 5. c. 7. de juſt. And by this con. 
fidence in the creature, they preſently overturn all true confidence jn 
the Creator. Bclides they tcach, that we muſt not only believe, but 
apply to our ſclves the promiſe of Everlaſting Life; but mark the 
deceit in applying all. For this mult not be done (ſay they ) by Faith 
aſſuring us of our Salvation, but only by Hope in likclyhood, and 
conjecural, 

Thus the Popiſh Prieſts allow not their Diſciples a divine Faith 
grounded upon the Love of God, and only Merits of CHr 1s 7, 
but a kind of moral certainty, and that upon conjeQtures too: by 
which means they ſend men unſatisfied from Cu mrs r to their 
Pope, where every man (as they give out) may certainly get Paradiſe 
for his money. 

You may here ſee that grand point in the myſtery of Iniquity: 
for by this wavering Hope, and uncertain application of the promiſe 
of Salvation to our (clves, they overturn half the Do@rine of the 
Goſpel, for as in coloured words they ſeem to agree with the true 
Chriſtian Church, in the DoQtine of Faith; ſo indeed they deny 
and aboliſh the ſubſtance thereof, that is the particular and certain 
application of CHRIST Crucified unto our ſelves: whereas S. Paul 
faith, being Juſtified by Faith, we have Peace with God, through 
Jzesus CHRIST our Loxd. But this gravels and vexeth the 
Merchants of Rome. 

For if all that bear the Name of Chriſtians, did but knowand b:- 
lieve that God will be alone worſhipped and prayed unto, that the 
Blood of CHRI1srT doth cleanſe us from all Sin, and that there is 
no Salvation in any other name under Heaven given among men, 
whereby we mult be Saved ; down would fall all the lucrative ins 
vocation of Saints, the foul merchandiſe of indulgences, and the 


treaſure of human ſatisfaction; the hire of Pnxgatory would go out 3 
no 
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no more Pilgrimage and Jubilees, for who would travel a thouſand 
miles to ſeck remiſſion of ſins, it he can tind it at home in Gods 
word, and obtain it by a lively faith, upon an humble repentance 
and ſerious converſion, Then ( finding no help in their Saints ) 
they would caſt away their Images to the moles, and their Prieſts, 
Monks and Fryers, would quickly ſcek out ſome way more profi- 
table to others, and lc(s deſtructive to their own Souls. 

But as for 9ur Proteſtant Church, we have and believe the Apo- 
files Creed, the Creed of the firſt tour General Councils, which con- 
tain a jult abſtract of the Chriſtian Faith, and receive every Ar- 
ticle of thoſe Creeds, We approve of that expoſition of the Scri- 
ptures, winch hath the conſent of the Fathers of the firſt thiee or 
four hupdred Centuries, yea we hold what the antient Church of 
Rome ( whilſtit was truly Chriſtian ) held neceſſary to Salvation, 
for five or {ix hundred years., And Rome prelent, in all things 
wherein it differs from the Church of Englaxd, is neither the Reli- 
gion of the Scriptures, nor of the Primitive Church, nor of Old 
Rome it (elf 3 for the points which our Proteſtant Church believes, 
the whole Univerſal World, z. e. of Chriſtians generally agree in. 

Now if men will bat fo far trult their own reaſon, as to judge ac- 
cording to the plaineſt Evidence they cannot then reſiſt the con- 
_ vicion that they muſt needs meet with, when they (ce the fimpli- 
city of our Faith, the morality of our DoEtrine and the purity of ous 
Worſhip, and compare it with the vaſt Superfetation of Articles of 
Faich, the immorality of their Rules of Living, the Idolatry of their 
Worſhip, and the moſt extravagant Innovations in Government, 
that are in the Popiſh Church, it men I ſay would but impartially 
conſider how far the Proteſtant Religion is more True, more Pious, 
more Primitive, and more Rational than that of Rome: they muſt 
certainly upon all Accompts eſteem it ſafex and more wile toembrace 
that Religion, wherein ( for their Salvation ) they ſhall have the 
aſſurances of Gods Word and Promiſe, provided they become re- 
formed in their Lives as well as in their Religion, and do leave off 
their old Vices as well as their old Opiniors: rather than cloſe with 
a R:ligion they cannot. believe till they have put out the Eyes of 
their Mind, and put a blind befor: their Underſtanding, (as if Re- 
ligion had not ſo gre@ an Enemy as Reaſon, nor Faith as Know» 
ledge ) and thus unman them(clves by renouncing the only diſtin- 
ion of a Man from'a Beaſt; and then ſuffer themſclves to be 
wretchedly inipeſed upon, to be made ſerve the ends of Ambition 


and Avarice; and at lali for all, to xely upon the bare words of their 
Priclts, 
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Prieſts, whoſe Intereſt and PraQtice is to deceive them, and to make 
themſelves alſo guilty of their own condemnation. 
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How far and in what manner Papiſts do own good works, 


PA" ſay that the works of regcnerate men are Cynrsr; 

works in them, not their own, andas CHR 15 T's they fave, 
and fo are ſaved by CyR1s T's merits. | 

But Saint Pal faith, and Proteſtant Miniſters teach, that we ate 
not ſaved by fuch works as God hath ordained regenerate men ſhould 
walk in, Fph. 2. 10, And Saint Paxl oppoſcth all works done in 
matter of Juſtification and Salvation, to the Grace of Cunisr, 
Rom. 11.6. Phil. 3. 8. Rom. 3. 27. 

Thus their fineſt web being fo clearly cut in ſunder by thoſe plain 
Texts, they groſly dare avouch and teach, that a man is ſaved by 
works, and can merit the Eternal Felicity of Heaven, and degreesof 
G'ory and Bliſs, and thus directly tight againli the DoGtrine of the 
Son of God, and of his Blefied Apoſiles, Luke 17. When ye ſhall have 
done all thoſe things which are commanded you, ſay, We are unpro- 
fitable Servants, we have done that which was our Duty to do, 
And Epbeſ. 2. By Grace ye are ſaved through Faith, and that not 
of your ſelves, it is the gift of God, not of works, leſt any man 
ſhould boati, Andin Rom. 6. 11. The wages of Sin is death, but 
the gilt of God is Eternal Life through Je sus Carisr our 
Lord : and if it beby grace then it is no more of works, otherwiſe 
grace is no more grace 3 but if it be of works then it is no more of 
grace, otherwiſe work is no more work, 

And thus Papiſts works become not only unprofitable unto them, 
but plainly damnable, yea and blaſphcmous, becauſe they ruinate 
the very foundation of cur Faith, and make fruſtrate the all and 
alone (ufficient Sacrifice of our redemption, viz. the death and 
paſſion of our Lord Je sus Cu Ris Tr. 

Shall we then call thoſe Catholicks, or Sink ſuch men belicve 
in CyR1sT, and are Chriſtians indeed ?

Pn believe the truths of Faith not diſtin@ly in themſelves, 
but in their common 'princjple, wherein all chings to be in 
this manner believed are ( as they hold ) contained, and that not ſo 
much to be the Holy Scriptures, but abſolutely their Church. Now 
their Church to afhim it (elf, cries up their Traditions, and thoſe 
(not Gods Word) do they give for the Rule of their Creatures, and 
yet theſe Traditions muſt ſtand and fall at the pleaſure of the Pope. 
Thus their Chureh flies to their invented Traditions for bottom, 
and their Traditions, Church and Faith, fly to th: Pope to center all 
in his perſonal Infallibility : and notwithſtanding all this, one Pope 
condemns another for an Heretick, and yet every Pope muſi be {till 
Infallible! And as Dr. Harden avouches, can diſpenfe with all 
things againſt the Law of Nature, againſt the Apoſtles Creed, againſt 
the New and Old Teſtament, and above General Councils. So that 
fince the World was Created, never was ſuch a Myſtery of Cheating 
as the Popiſh Religion this Popery that is an Enemy to cach perſon 
of the whole Blcfled Trinity, as is before ſhewed, and to the Holy 
Scriptures, by its L.egends and corrupt Traditions, to Reaſon by its 
impoſed abſurdities, to common (ſenſe, by its molt fooliſh yet mot 
Idolized Tranſubſiantiation, to all true Chriſtians diſſenting Con- 
ſciences, by fire and faggot, and to all Civil Government that will 
not ſubje& to it, by Plots, Aſſaflinations and horrid Maſlacres, its 
uſual and notorious ſteps to gain its end, 
This is that monſtrous Popery, that common Enemy to mankind |! 
O that men would but open their Eyes, and behold ( how from the

* employed all their power for the benehit of tnankind, |

Beſides as to their Prieſts, their faid Eraſmus further ſaith, © That 
© ſhavcling crew are to Chriltian eyes as a filthy dunghill of men,

t look like Thieves hired to villany, or rather like Hobgoblins broke 
© from the deep to wage war with Heaven ; whole Principle of im- 
* moral morality the moſt ſober Heathens would abhor. And if we 
confider what hath that ſort of men here all along ( ard this Age 
apparently ) been doing, but.induſtriouſly working and enticin 
men of all ſorts into debauchery, prophane(s, atheiſtical drollery, 
cuſtomary (wearing, and. irreligion ?

Hat communion is there between light and darkneſs ? fo then 

V0 as God cannot be reconciled to Satan, nor truth to a lye, 
nor CHR15Tto Antichrilt : (o neither can Chriſtianity be recon» 
ci!ed to Popery, nor can the Church of England look back to Sodom, 
and not be turned into a Pilt-r of Salt. Remember Lot's Wife. 

Moreover as to the Chriſtian Church the (aid Eraſmus ſaith, that 
a3 CHRIST 1s all Heavenly, fo he will have his body moſt like 
him, # e. purged from all contagion of the world. But this is in- 
tolcrable to thoſe that are not actuated by Cu k 15T's Spirit, and 
therefore they dwindle into idle words and ceremonies ; and into a 
hRitious hcad, and into a fiitious body of Cans rt, and indeed 
how can it be otherwiſe, fince they of the Church of Rome have no 
certainty in thcir Sacraments, no certainty in the Sacrifice of the 
Altar, no certainty in their Prieſthood, no certainty but they commit 
Idolatry evcry day, no certainty but that the malice of their Prieſts 
may fruſtrate all Gods Ordinances to them, and make them abfo- 
lutely null, though they be never ſo well diſpoſed to receive the be- 
nefit of them. This being the do@rine and belief commonly main- 
tained by them, ſhould they not rather bluſh than boaſt of their head 
the Popes infallibility ? which is fuch, and fo far from having any 
ſecurity in it for Salvation, that they may carry it into Hcll with 
them it it provcs not a means to lead them thither) where for ought 
we know, the Devils have it as much as he. Yet this is their head, 
that head of 'Antichriſtian Herefies, who cxilts him(clf above all 
that is called God, tor God in the Creation made but Creatures, but 
the Pope pretends to make as many Gods as he liſts, and he Satin» 
like would make himl(clt of more Authority than God alſo, tor he 
will not have Gods word to be authentical ( where he can ) without 
his allowance 3 and what he ſaith, however contrary toGod word, 
mult be ipfhſimam Dei verbum. 

Moreover he affuines to himſelf the Title of Univerſe Paſtor, R x 
Regum, Dominus Dominantinm, 4dmirabils, Leo de Tribu Fude, R1 x. 
Dan.'s . 
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David. His doQrine is that Papa babet impenium in angelos & de. 
mones. and is not this to make himſclt a God ? 

And is not then the Pope that Beaſt full of che names of blaſphe. 
mics? And as his Majefjy of bleficd memory moſt wiſcly obſ.rved, 
that there isno Church, State, nor Man, that bath been fince the pex- 
ning of the Revelations,to whom thoſe things toretold by the Apollle 
from the mouth of the Lord Jesus, can in any reaſonable fort apree, 
but the Church and Pope of Rome alone. 

I might add much, but will only inſtance the ſaying of Pius quiy. 
tw, recited by Cornelius a Lap. in numb. 11, 11: When I ws firſt in 
Orders, 1 bad ſome hopes of Salvation, when I was made « Cardinal 1 
donbted, but now that I am made a Pope I almoſt defpair. And that (ay- 
ing of Mayceliw the ſecond, wheccin he ſeems to be pretty ingenigus, 
for ſtriking his hand upon the Table, he uttered thefe words, Nx 
video, quomodo ji hunc locum altiſimum teneant, ſalvari poſſunt. 1 don't 
{ce now how any Pope can be laved. 

Now let us cilt onr eyes upon Gods Word. and Promiſc, and 
firmly believe when Agag is to be fJain, God wall raiſe ſome Samuel 
todoit: yea let us caſt our eyes upon Gods work already begun, 
and we ſhall ſee him gone a great way in the accompliſhment of his 
word ; whereby we may (ſtrengthen our Faith in that which re. 
maineth. For how hath the word preached diſcovered him to be 
that man of Sin? detected his frauds and impoſtures, with which for 
many Ages he deluded che blind world, 

How are his Bulls and Excommunications cſtecmed as wind ? 
How do all reformed Churches deteſt his Antichriſtian uſurped 
power over the Scriptures, Churches, and mens Conſciences? How 
do many Princes deſpiſe his claws over them? How weak areall 
their Popiſh endeavours to prevent final ruin ? viz. Sophiſtry, knotty 
diſtinRions to hide and delude the plain fenſc of Scripture, equivo- 
cations, mental reſervations, threatnings, treacheries, Machivilian 
contrivanccs, wars, trealons, murthers of Princcs and Nobles, mal- 
ſacres, powder-plots, firing of Towns and Citics, &c. Lo theleaxe 
the inſeparable marks of Popcry, and the brands of their Deviliſh Re- 
ligion, which renders them odious to Chriſtian States, Prince and 
People, yea to Turks and Infidels: and do bur indeed haften their 
incurable deſtruction, But when” will that happy day appear ? 
when ſhall Janus his Temple be wholly ſhut ? muſt there yet alaſs 
be a Wilderncis, and yei a Red Sea be paflcd, before we have a full 
proſpc& of Canaan? Oh when (hall the Cup of trembling be put 
into the hands of that Whore of Babylon ? when ſhall ſhe _ 
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drink the dregs of the wine of the Wiath of the Almighty ? Duam 
diu Domine, 2am din | How long Lord, How long ! certainly the 
date of her Reign 1s almoſt out, and the time is near at hand, wheres 
in both (he and her King Abaddoz ſhall be laid in the duſt, that man 
of fin, the Son of perdition, &c. who oppoſeth and exalteth him- 
{.1fabove all that 1s called God, fitteth in the Temple ot God, ſhew- 
ing himſelf that he 1s God. 2 Theſ: 2.3, 4+ 

The Goſpel now bcing fo reſtored, and that Antichriſt of Rome 
ſo clearly manifeſted, woe be to them that delight in the Whore : 
they ſhall be tormcnted with fue and brimftone betore the Holy An» 
gels and thc Lamb, and the ſmoak of their torment (hall aſcend for 
evermore ; and they ſhall have no relt day nor night who worſhip 
the Beaſt and his Image. | 

Sceing then the followers of Antichriſt ſhall be damned, let not 
our Souls cnter into theix {ccret : as the wicked man ſhall not med- 


dle with the Chriſtians Joy, fo let not a good man meddle with An-" 


tichriſtian Woe.
